ANY OF OUR _ grandmothers 

were deprived of so-called high- 
er education because of the prejudic- 
es about education of women that 
then prevailed. Some of them did 
manage to break down the barrier, 
“Oh, you’ll just get married any 
way,” and went on to college or the 
seminaries, as they were more pop- 
ularly called. 

In the more affluent homes, the 
trying days of graduation were 
topped off with a trip, better known 
then as a “Grand Tour,” which meant 
either a sojourn to Europe or an ex- 
tended tour in the United States. On 
these jaunts, grandmother basked in 
the warmth of new friends and rested 
and relaxed, despite the somewhat 
strict chaperonage of those days. 

Grandmother’s “Grand Tour,” did 
not go unrecognized. It was an oc- 
casion for much preparation and fes- 
tivity. Once the trip was announced, 
her friends and fond relatives set a- 
bout making ready for the departure 
and had what we might call today, a 
shower, presenting her with knick- 
knacks, both practical and orna- 
mental, to take on the journey. 
These were known then as “Gifts 
of Love.” 


Beaded work was most popular for 
these going-away gifts. And prob- 
ably the most practical of all was 
the medium-sized traveling bag, 
which in addition to having for its 
main use the holding of the gifts of 
love, also could be used for lace 
nightcaps, kid or rag curlers, combs, 
hairpins, or perhaps some extra red 
flannels. Rouge, powder and lipstick 
which milady of today carries with 
her was frowned upon in grand- 
mother’s day. 


A desire to perpetuate the history 
of this interesting phase of my 
grandmother’s day has lead me into 
another avenue of collecting—that of 
gathering some of these “bon voy- 
age” gifts that were so dear to the 
hearts of our traveling grandmoth- 
ers, and my quest for specimens has 
been fruitful. Largest of all the 
items, in my collection at any rate, 
is the satchel with the inscription, 
“Bon Voyage,” on one side and 
grandmother’s initials embroidered 
in beading on the other side. 


A beaded shoe, a trinket box, a pic- 


ture frame for her father and moth- - 


er’s picture, also a single frame for 


possibly a dear friend or sweetheart, 
a lady’s boudoir slipper, a small wall 
pocket, a pin cushion, a sewing kit, 
a card case, a “sweetheart” wall 
hanging, were a few of the thought- 
ful remembrances for grandmother’s 
pleasure and comfort which have now 
come to enhance my collection. 

The following brief description of 
some of my specimens does not do 
justice to the beauty of old beaded 
“gifts of love,” but it may serve to 
show their variety. 

The satchel is thirteen inches long, 
nine inches high, and has six and 
three-fourths inch bellows. It is cov- 
ered with dark red cloth, embroid- 
ered in needlepoint. The two inscrip- 
tions are both done in beaded em- 
broidery. 

The  nine-inch, high-top shoe, 
could be used as a wall hanging or 
table decoration. The shoe is six and 
one-half inches from heel to toe, and 
it has a five and one-half inch spread 
at the top. 

The double picture frame was, 
presumably, for the tintype of her 
father and mother. 

The single picture frame, also de- 
signed to take the tintype of the day, 
could be used for the likeness of 
some favorite friend or a sweetheart. 

The small sewing kit or packet, five 
inches long, two and three-fourths 
inches wide and one inch deep is dec- 
orated with beaded flowers and bas- 
kets. 

The boudoir slipper is seven and 
one-half inches long and has a square 
toe. 

The trinket box was undoubtedly 
grandmother’s pride. It is three and 
three-fourths inches long, two and 
three-fourths inches wide, with a two- 
inch bellows. On each side of the 
center of the box there is a raised 
floral design in the form of a leaf. 

A child’s shoe is four and one-half 
inches long from toe to heel; the 
back of the shoe is four inches high. 
The floral design consists of various 
colors and leaves. A memory line, 
“Think of Me,” is made with small, 
round beads. 

The wall pocket is eight inches 
long, including the beaded fringe at 
the bottom, and is four inches wide. 
Many colors of beads are used in its 
decoration. 

The pin cushion with sweetheart 
design is five inches wide and six in- 
ches long including the beaded fringe. 
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The background is a rich satin. 

The small sewing kit, or folder, 
four by two and one-half inches, was 
apparently a most useful gift for 
femininity, then as now. 

A card case designed to hold the 
cards of friends who so thoughtfully 
contributed to the recipient’s happi- 
ness is four and one-half inches in 
length and two and one-fourth inches 
in width. The design is American 
Beauty roses in high relief. I found 
this poem inside my specimen, indi- 
cating that all was not happiness in 
grandmother’s life: 


A GIFT OF LOVE 
TO 
JULIA McDOUGALL 


When you these names review 

What e’er thy trials be 

Remember that these hearts unite 

Wih yours in sympathy 

And when our hearts shall cease to beat 
And earthly trials are o’er 

O! That in Heaven we all may meet 


Where parting is no more. 
Huntington, L. I., January 1, 1855. 


There is also a large wall hanging 
in my collection. It has a raised 
beaded design, and the heart-shaped 
design indicates that it was probably 
the gift of some special friend, or 


possibly another token of affection ~ 


from her sweetheart. 


Another wall hanging is somewhat 
smaller, but it has a more elaborate 
design. 

So far as I know very little re- 
search has been done in this partic- 
ular branch of collecting, but per- 
haps these brief notes will uncover 
some interesting material on our 
grandmothers’ grand tours.

CHESS AND WAR 


HE ANALOGY of chess and war 

has always been a common one 
but this exhibition recently displayed 
at the Metropolitan Museum, New 
York, N. Y., shows that the relation 
is closer than many people suspect. 
Not only war in the abstract, but 
revolutions and other historical events 
are reflected in some of these chess 
sets. It will also be seen quite clearly 
that religion, social life and artistic 
fashion have played their parts in the 
evolution and the form of the chess- 
men. 


Chess sets have been made in a 
great variety of materials—from sil- 
ver, gold, and ivory to the common- 
est wood. Chess is not an abstract 
game with inflexible rules and un- 
changing pieces. It has always been 
adaptable both in spirit and in ferm. 
Because of this essentially human 
characteristic it has now lived more 
than a millennium and in the form 
of its chessmen presents, as it were, 
a peep-show of human life. The speci- 
mens shown here represent a part 
of the collection of Gustavus A. Pfeif- 
fer.

maid in the present World War, 
officials of the armed forces and 
patriotic men and women in civil life 
became aware of the morale stimulus 
that was to be found in the pursuit 
of a hobby. 

Pardon local mention, but the Heart 
of America Hobby association, Kan- 
sas City, Mo., was among the first 
such organizations to stress that par- 
ticular point — not for those in the 
armed forces alone, but those who 
battle on the home front as well. Not 
only are club members serving in the 
armed forces, but sons and daughters 
of other members do also; men and 
women in uniform are given a cordial 
invitation to attend the club’s month- 
ly meetings and several have ap- 
peared on the program and spoke on 
their several hobbies, much to the 
enlightenment of all in attendance. 

Many men and women in the ser- 
vice have been given important as- 
signments because of the knowledge 
gained from following some particu- 
lar hobby or the phase of a certain 


collecting urge best fitted them to 
pursue toward winning the war. The 
old saying “that a man does best that 
which he likes to do,” obtains in the 
military status as well as that of a 
civilian. 

The importance of the hobby riding 
habit is demonstrated in mention 
made in the August 17 issue of the 
Farragut News, official organ of the 
United States Naval Training Center, 
Farragut, Idaho, from which we 
glean the following:

This fifty-year old camp post- 
man in a year of collecting has built 
up an exhibit of some 5,600 different 
covers, many coming from foreign 
countries. It was his hobby in civilian 
life also. 

John D. Corbett, a recruit from 
Yakima, Wash., has made a special 
study of owls, and says: “The owl 
is really an over-rated bird and he 
can hardly be taught even recogni- 
tion.” He has studied falcons also, and 
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says the falcon should be proclaimed 
the bird of wisdom instead of the owl. 

Arne A. Helin, an apprentice sea- 
man, who hails from Puyallup, Wash., 
whose hobby is piano playing by ear, 
the News stating that “when Navy 
classification interviewers heard of 
this hobby they suggested he take a 
test for soundman. The Navy makes 
use of men with alert and keen hear- 
ing ability for operation of sound- 
detection devices.” 

Robert M. Biddison, from Nevada, 
Iowa, collects and studies snakes, but 
for the present is seeking entrance to 
the Hospital Corps School. (By the 
way, his father is a doctor). Com- 
menting on his hobby he said: Snakes 
are like people in the respect that 
each has his own personality. Like 
people they must be handled as indi- 
vidual cases. Poisonous. or  non- 
poisonous makes no difference. But 
while studying the snake, of course, 
you must let him know you are not 
afraid of him.” 

All of this goes to prove that the 
pursuit of a hobby is not the indul- 
gence of a few boys and girls and a 
few weak-minded adults, as it was 
once claimed, but a serious avocation 
indulged in by those who would 
rather wear-out than rust-out, as well 
as add to the World’s sum of know- 
ledge.

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U. S. Treasury 
Tightens Art Control 


Flaten U. S. Treasury Department, 

according to The Museum News, 
has adopted new customs regulations 
affecting importation of art objects. 
The new regulations tighten existing 
controls by requiring a Treasury li- 
cense for the release from customs 
of art objects that are worth more 
than $5,000, or that are of artistic, 
historic, or scholarly interest, irres- 
spective of monetary value. Admini- 
stration under the rules is to be such 
that there will be no interference with 
routine shipments of art works made 
in the ordinary course of trade. Fur- 
ther, the new ruling does not apply to 
importations from the United King- 
dom, or British Dominions or Colonies, 
since the British Government has al- 


ready instituted adequate controls. 
Classes of works listed by the 
Treasury Department as requiring 


a license are:paintings in oil, miner- 
al, water or other colors, or tempera; 
pastels; drawings and sketches in 
pen, ink, pencil and watercolors: en- 
gravings, woodcuts, prints, litho- 
graphs and miniatures; statuary and 
sculptures; chinaware, glassware, 
pottery, porcelain; rugs, tapestries, 
laces and other textiles;jewelry and 
metalwork; books, manuscripts, ar- 
chival material, and records; furni- 
ture; and curios. 

The Treasury’s action was taken 
in co-operation with the American 
Commission for the Protection and 
Salvage of Artistic and Historic 
Monuments in War areas, created by 
President Roosevelt to salvage and 
restore to lawful owners art objects 
looted by Axis powers.

Aviation Relics 


War brings new phases of collect- 
ig and this war is focusing special at- 
tention on aviation. Thus Aviation 
memorabilia is beginning to come into 
its own. 

A resolution contemplating en- 
larged quarters or a new building for 
aviation collections of the Smithson- 
ian Institution, after the war, was 
submitted to the Senate recently by 
Senator Wherry, of Nebraska, a 
member of the Public Buildings and 
Grounds committee of the Smith- 
sonian. 


The resolution points out that the 
Smithsonian already has one of the 
largest and most important aviation 
collections, and that the present hous- 
ing is inadequate. It also states that 
the collection will be greatly in- 
creased by the present war, and that 
the United States, a leader in avia- 
tion, should take steps to preserve a 
historical record of its contributions 
to the development of this field. 

A committee was appointed to look 
into the matter and report to the 
Senate at the earliest date possible.

The Middle West is planning early 
observance of the 150th anniversary 
of Anthony Wayne’s campaigns 1794- 
1795 in the northwest. Indiana, Mich- 
igan, and Ohio have already appoint- 
ed commissions to prepare fitting 
celebrations. In tribute to the adven- 
turous pioneer, one project will be a 
historic parkway along the Maumee 
River from the Ohio state line to Fort 
Wayne, Ind., on U. S. Route 24. Ohio 
is planning a historical highway a- 
long the route of Wayne’s march of 
1794 through the state.

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Currier & Ives’ America 


By JOHN RAMSAY 


jigs lithographs of Nathaniel Cur- 
rier and Currier & Ives are among 
the most debated specialties of Amer- 
ican collectors. Some people still agree 
with Mrs. Singleton’s dictum of 1926 
that “They never were considered as 
productions of art, and cannot be rank- 
ed as such. The colors are violent and 
crude, and the atmosphere they exhale 
is decidedly common.” Yet in the same 
decade, Harry T. Peters,a Ph. D. with 
a thoroughly distinguished back- 
ground said in his “Currier & Ives” 
“no matter how limited the field se- 
lected, no matter how cheap the 
individual prints added to it, the col- 
lector will soon find that he has gath- 
ered together in his portfolio a small 
part of 19th Century America that 
would, in all probability, have been 
completely lost.” So the fairest esti- 
mate of the charm and the importance 
of these prints is that they picture 
often enough crudely and clumsily, 
a vanished America which we moderns 
look back on with ‘nostalgia and léve. 
There are nearly 7000 titles in the 
check-lists of Currier prints, among 
them a few fine enough in coloring 
and execution to please the most se- 
vere critic, and a great many which 
fit Mrs. Singleton’s description. They 
cover the entire range of American 
life from 1835 to 1895, the formative 
years of our country. History is re- 
corded in them, formal history, presi- 
dents, statesmen wars and battles, 
as well as political cartoons, and such 
passing events as fires, floods and 
riots, fads and fashions, and “comic” 
comments on these. Also, there are 
Western and Indian scenes, local 
views covering much of the United 
States, prints recording the clipper 
ship, the Mississippi steamboat, the 
railroads, the Gold Rush of 1849, and, 
in fact, a valuable illustrated history 
could be compiled from these prints. 


Then there are the sporting prints, 
portraits of race horses, racing scenes, 


hunting scenes in wide variety, hunt- - 


ing dogs, game birds, even rowing, 


yachting, fox hunting and coursing 
prints, and, of course, any number 
of comics, all testifying to the impor- 
tant place sports have always held 
in American life. Also, there is a wide 
range of prints aimed at the rather 
sentimental and lugubrious Victorian 
taste, ranging from the crude and not 
especially attractive female heads and 
children of the later period, and the 
many death-bed scenes, through the 
lovely flower and fruit prints and the 
pretty ‘Fairies’ Home’series, to the 
splendid large folio prints after paint- 
ings by Durrie, Tait, Palmer, East- 
man Johnson and others. These, with 
smaller prints of the same type, are 
probably the most popular Curriers 
today, and give an interesting picture 
of our country during the last two- 
thirds of the Nineteenth century. 

We know that there were many fine 


houses of the Eighteenth and early 
Nineteenth Centuries scattered over 
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the eastern section of the United 
States during the “Currier Period,” 
and also that many substantial and 
prosperous citizens, with thousands 
less prosperous, lived in our cities. 
But the Currier “Engravings for the 
People” show almost nothing but 
farmhouses and country cottages, all 
very much of the same rather non- 
descript type, the “American Home- 
stead” series, “A Home in _ the 
Wilderness,” the famous “Home to 
Thanksgiving,” “The Old Farm 
House”, “The Old Homestead,” “My 
Cottage Home,” “The Roadside Cot- 
age”, “The Meadowside Cottage,” and 
others, and it is noticeable that, for 
one “Life in New York, The Breadth 
of Fashion,” decidedly satiric at that, 
there are nine versions of “Life in the 
Country.” 

Of course, there are exceptions, 
particularly the views of famous hous- 
es, “The Wayside Inn,” the birthplaces 
of Washington, Henry Clay and 
Franklin Pierce, the homes of Wash- 
ington and Washington Irving, a very 
Victorian mansion, and the “Subur- 
ban Gothic Villa, Murray Hill, N. Y.,” 
of 1846, another “elegant edifice”. Al- 
so, there are a few “early American” 
log cabins, especially in “The Arkan- 
sas Traveler” pair, and in the large 
and fine “Across the Continent,” al- 
though these are placed in the “New 
West” rather than in the more settled 
East. Finally, about 1872, the firm 
issued a series of prints designed to 
appeal to local pride, “De Old Ken- 
tucky Home,” “The Old Virginia 
Home,” “A Virginia Home in the Old- 
en Time,” “A Home on the Mississip- 
pi,” “Good Times on the Old Planta- 
tion,” “The Western Farmer’s Home,” 
“A Pioneer’s Cabin in the Yosemite 
Valley” and so on. And a few of the 
large and fine prints do picture more

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distinguished houses, as in “American 
Winter Scene, Evening,” which shows 
a large mansion with pillared portico 
and double gallery. 

There are comparatively few inter- 
ior scenes from the Currier press, 
which makes it difficult to know how 
these cottages and farmhouses were 
furnished. But the last of the “Four 
Seasons of Life,” “Old Age” of 1868 
shows an elderly and obviously pros- 
perous and conservative couple in 
their parlor. A Georgian carved wood 
mantel and what seems to be a Hep- 
plewhite sofa contrast with American 
Empire center table and secretary 
and Victorian side chairs, prosperity 
is indicated by much gold leaf in win- 
dow-cornices, picture and mirror 
frames, while the “up-to-date touch” 
appears in the sea shells on the man- 
tel, the peacock-feather crossed above 
the mirror, and particularly in the 
color scheme of green, magenta and 
vermilion. 


As seen in these prints, American 
life was idyllic, in fact, too good to be 
true. Every American had a neat and 
comfortable house with several acres 
of ground, if not a farm, two horses 
and a surrey, at least, and a large 
family of clean and charming chil- 
dren. Apparently everyone had a job 
—the head of the family in the ‘“Mid- 
dle Age” of the “Four Seasons” is 
greeting his family on his return from 
the office—and of course, the “Village 
Blacksmith” and many of the farmers 
are shown at work. But everyone had 
ample leisure for the races, hunting 
and fishing trips or just “A Drive 
through the Highlands” or “The 
Morning Ride,” and no one seems to 
take work very seriously, even the 
colored plantation hands of “Low 
Water on the Mississippi.” 


So collectors of Currier prints may 
just enjoy their romantic flavor, But 
even these idealized pictures show a 
real America, if not a complete one,

and, taken with other selections from 
the long list of titles, can make a com- 
plete picture, valuable as a contemp- 
orary one, of a great period. And, as 
any historian knows, contemporary 
reactions, attitudes, complexes and 
even facts may differ greatly from 
these reported even a_ generation 
later, so that the collector of Currier 
prints can easily come to know more 
of his country’s past, and _ so be able 
to speak with more authority of its 
present and future, than those who 
deride them.

Cartoon Exhibition 
The Museum of the City of New 
York, N. Y., is showing until Novem- 

ber 14, a special exhibition entitled 
“New York Between Two Wars— 
Cartoons by Rollin Kirby.” The ex- 
hibition contains 100 original draw- 
ings by the artist for the cartoons 
which were published in New York 
City. papers from 1919 to 1940. The 
exhibition comprises a selection from 
700 odd drawings that the artist 
turned over to the museum.

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tion of each subject is planned, The 
educational implications of this ex- 
hibition are deeply important because 
the Midwest will thus have a visual 
opportunity of becoming better ac- 
quainted with distant countries and 
civilizations through-out the world. 

An exhibition, entitled THE HUD- 
SON RIVER SCHOOL AND THE 
EARLY AMERICAN LANDSCAPE 
TRADITION, will be shown at the 
Art Institute from February 15 to 
March 25, 1945. This will be the first 
extensive public showing of the 
famous Hudson River School of 
Painting. Approximately 125 works, 
including paintings, a few water col- 
ors and drawings, covering chrono- 
logically the period of 1800-1875, will 
be included, Of particular interest is 
the fact that this was the first 
authentic school of landscape painting 
to develop in the United States, be- 
ginning along the banks of the 
Hudson River and spreading West as 
the country expanded. The Hudson 
River School can be considered a part 
of the same self-conscious nationalism 
which expressed itself so vitally in the 
contemporary writings of James 
Fenimore Cooper and Washington 
Irving. 

Frederick A. Sweet, associate cura- 
tor of paintings and sculpture of the 
Art Institute, is largely responsible 
for an extensive search among small- 
er museums and lesser known private 
collections where he has located in- 
teresting examples which have not 
been exhibited before. The exhibition 
will be shown at the Whitney Museum 
in New York after it closes in 
Chicago.

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Meditations of an Autograph Collector 


i? THE October issue we quoted 
from a book written 42 years 
ago by an autograph collector, Adrian 
H. Joline, for Harper and Brothers. 
The book was well named, and it 
is as absorbing and revealing as any 
that has ever come to the attention 
of this department. Joline showed a 
fine cultural background, much of 
which had come, no doubt, from his 
hobby of autograph collecting, and 
his autographs were vast and varied. 
He had a wide acquaintance among 
collectors and quite frequently there 
were disagreements on the merits of 
this man or woman and their auto- 
graphs. We quote: 


“One of my best friends has a pet 
aversion; he can never bring himself 
to the point of liking Robert Burns. 
Perhaps the French strain in his 
blood makes him unappreciative of 
Scottish poetry or Scottish thoughts. 
He will not admit that Burns was an 
interesting character, although I 
argue with him that when so many 
love and admire the works of Burns 
there must be some quality in them 
which deserves admiration. But he 
persists in saying, as Baron Martin 
is reported to have said of Shakes- 
peare, ‘From what I have seen of 
him, I think him a very overrated 
man.’ When, however, I show him my 
Burns letter, he is obliged to confess 
that he wrote a good hand! It is 
a letter to lady Henrietta Don: 

“Madam—I have here sent you a 
parcel of my epistolary performances; 
happy at having it, in the smallest 
degree, in my power to show that 
gratitude, which, while life’s warm 
spirit beats within my breast, shall 
ever glow to the family of Glencairn. 
I might have altered or omitted some 
things in these letters; perhaps I 
ought to have done so; but I wish 
to show you the Bard anu his style in 
their native colors. 

“I have the honor to be with the 
most heartwarm, grateful sincerity, 
Madam, yur much indebted and very 
humble servant. 

Edinb. 26th March, 1789” 


ROBERT BURNS 


The author shares his autographs 
with the readers of his book very gen- 
erously and here is a letter that Na- 
thaniel Hawthorne wrote the year be- 
fore his death: 


Concord, Sept. 28th, ’63. 


‘My Dear Sir—Your note of the 
25th inst. has given me great 
pleasure, and I should be ungrate- 
ful not to acknowledge it. But you 
attribute to me a superiority which 
I do not dream of asserting. A 
reader who can fully understand 
and appreciate a work possesses 
all the faculties of the writer who 
produces it—except a knack of ex- 
pression, by which the latter is 
enabled to give definite shape to an 
idea or sentiment which he and 
his appreciative reader possess in 
common. Thus the advantage on 
the author’s part is but a slight 
one, and the more truth and wis- 
dom he writes, the smaller is his 
individual share in it.’ 


“But with all the greatness of his 
deftly woven mysteries, his master- 
works of fiction, I come back with 
pleasure to the quaint and humorous 
pages of that early piece of drudg- 
ery, the Peter Parley Universal His- 
tory and to the Life of Franklin 
Pierce. L 

“The first-njentioned book we of ad- 
vancing years;remember well: ‘a very 
fat, stumpy-lhokinn book,’ having in 
the text ‘very small wood-cuts, of the 
most primitive sort.’ Hawthorne re- 
ceived one hundred dollars for his 
share in the work. James thinks that 
he has identified one phrase as that 
of Hawthorne. He is speaking of 
George IV. ‘Even when he was quite a 
young man, this King cared as much 
about dress as any young coxcomb. 
He had a great deal of taste in such 
matters, and it is a pity that he was 
a King, for he might otherwise have 
made an excellent tailor.’ I am sure 
that there are scores of passages just 
as characteristic and just as worthy 
of credit. 

“The other book is a memorial of 
staunch and loving friendship, a rec- 
ord of the courage, sincerity, and sim- 
plicity of a man whose own sense of 
rectitude and of justice enabled him 
to disregard the narrow and partisan 
criticisms of the smaller and meaner 
fraction of our American communi- 
ty.” 

With the foregoing, the author 
winds up his meditations in the first 
chapter. 
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JEFFERSONIANA 


Robert L. Bailey, Washington, D. 
C., collector of Jeffersoniana, has re- 
cently acquired a letter written by 
Thomas Jefferson, while he was in 
the White House, asking additional 
time to pay a debt of $558.16. The 
document was found in a _ broken, 
glass-enclosed frame, in an old moun- 
tain cabin in southwest Virginia. It 
is not known to wnom Jefferson ad- 
dressed his request on November 27, 
1803, three years after he entered 
the White House. The brief letter 
reads: 

“Dear Sir 

“If my note for (d) 558.16 pai- 
able the 15th of Dec is still in your 
own hands, I should be very glad if 
it could either be postponed awhile 
or paid by monthly portions, as I 
find I shall be very hard pushed, dur- 
ing the next month. If however it is 
gone out of your hands I shall en- 
deavor to make provision for it if 
possible. Accept my friendly saluta- 
tions and best wishes.” 


Signed “Th. Jefferson” 


Jefferson, although famous, had no 
great fortune, and found it necessary 
to sell his famed library to the Gov- 
ernment.

S° FAR as this department knows 
no statistics are available to show 
how the development of one of Ameri- 
ca’s major peacetime industries, the 
automobile, has affected and given 
impetus to collecting. However, in 
those days before the war enveloped 
the world, travel was one of our great 
occupations or rather hobbies and the 
automobile brought new lands to 
our very door and the ability to add 
new specimens to the collection at 
almost every cross-roads of the 
journey. 

The part that the automobile 
played in travel in earlier days is 
emphasized in one of the early auto- 
mobile history books written in 1917 
by H. L. Barber of Wheaton, Iil., and 
published under the title, “Story of 
the Automobile,” by the A. J. Munson 
& Co.,Chicago. Mr. Barber said, in 
part: 

“Travel is acknowledged to be a 
good educator and to broaden the 
mind. This is because the eye sees

and takes its own impressions, and 
does not depend on the impressions 
of others. Reading books of travel 
never instructs as does travelling 
itself. 

“The automobile is a_ healthful, 
exhilarating method of conveying 
people to persons, places and scenes 
that before the automobile, they knew 
of only by hearsay, or by reading 
of them. 

“To estimate the extent to which 
this informs and instructs, we need 
only go back in memory to the iso- 
lated farm of a quarter of a century 
ago, and vision the limited horizon 
of the general knowledge at first hand 
of the farmer’s family. Practically all 
the current knowledge they had was 
from reading, occasionally going to 
town or through visitors whose ap- 
pearance was rare and made at long 
intervals. Seeing a new face in those 
days was a rarity. 

“The situation with a majority 
of the people in the country, before 
the automobile, was very much like 
the isolated farm family. It was like 
that of the entire country before the 
advent of the railroad. 


“No greater agencies for instruc- 
tion in first hand knowledge than 
the railroad, the steamboat and the 
telephone had been introduced into 
civilization up to the time of the auto- 
mobile. Now the motor car penetrates 
into places where the railroad, the 
steamboat, or even the telephone does 
not go. 


“Exchange of ideas between people 
is the life of wider knowledge, as the 
exchange of commodities is the life 
of world trade, and the automobile 
is the medium of exchanging infor- 
mation as money is a medium of 
exchange of commodities. 


“From time immemorial the great- 
est advancement of the human race 
has been made in groups; and the 
larger the groups, the higher the 
thought, and the more progressive the 
accomplishments have been. Big cities 
have surpassed small towns; small 
towns have been in advance of the 
country. 


“The reason for this is the greater 
opportunity afforded by numbers for 
the exchange of ideas and knowledge. 
The citizen of Rome or of Venice had 


‘the advantage of personal contact 
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with numbers of citizens which the 
isolated rural Latin was denied, as 
the citizen of London, Paris, New 
York or Chicago has, before his own 
eyes, the thought and achievements 
of millions which the citizens of the 
country only hear of or read about. 

“The automobile supplements the 
work of the railroad, and is even more 
widespread as it enables more fre- 
quent visits to be made, and pene- 
trates regions the railroad does not 
reach, What was a frontier is now 
a suburb, while the suburb has be- 
come the downtown. The motor car 
has opened up the far reaches as 
nothing else has done. 


“Bigotry and prejudice are the 
fruits of ignorance. Where knowledge 
is they will not abide. In enabling 
people to acquire knowledge in their 
own way--the way that most impres- 
ses knowledge on them--the automo- 
bile is changing the thought and the 
habits of the denizens of the entire 
country. It is broadening the human 
mind, by giving it a solid foundation 
to work on. 

“In the courts of law, among judg- 
es, lawyers and court attendants, it 
is notorious that no two witnesses 
ever testifiy exactly to the same set 
of facts. There is a variation of detail, 
and many times there has been such 
a difference in the statement of 
material facts that the dispensing of 
exact justice has been defeated. 

“This condition is ascribed to the 
fact that few people are trained ob- 
servers. The automobile is correcting 
this popular defect more than any 
other agency--by education. It is 
educating people to exact observation 
and precise knowledge. 


“The automobile is a factor in 
creating open minds. When one 
travels extensively, notions and preju- 
dices, based on false conceptions, are 
amended and revised by observance 
of the facts. In this respect the auto- 
mobile is conferring on the masses a 
benefit which, before its advent, was 
confined to the classes. Time was 
when broad and liberal views were 
generally the possession of the rich, 
who alone could afford to indulge in 
contact with their fellows many miles 
distant. Now the automobile has aided 
in making broader views the posses- 
sion of anybody able to own a motor 
car. 


“The degree in which the social 
life of the world has been benefited by 
the automobile is the favorite theme 
of the enthusiast on the automobile’s 
advantage to mankind, This phase of 
the automobile’s value is of less im- 
portance than is its benefit in inform- 
ing and enlarging the horizon of the 
mind, but the social advantages which 
the use of the motor car confers are 
not to be underrated in an age when 
the most favorable mental conditions 
are recognized as of equal importance 
to a desirable physical state.”

BELL LORE

Ireland once had a famous bell, 
of very ancient vintage, which was 
known as “The Bell of St. Mura.” 
The tradition is that this bell sud- 
denly descended frum the sky. As the 
multitude gathered to see this strange 
incident; the tongue, or clapper de- 
tached itself, and went back to starry 
regions. This was taken as a sign it 
was never to be rung upon the earth. 
The famous abbey of Fahan, where 
this is said to have occurred, has been 
a repository of sacred relics for cen- 
turies.

The bell of St. Mura changed hands 
many times, from peasant to lord. At 
last, it came into the possession of 
Lord Londesbourough. In studying 
this strange bell, experts pronounced 
it to be of about ‘the same material 
as other bells known in the seventh 
century, it being rectangular in 
shape, in the front, and sloped slight- 
ly narrower at the top. It was of 
bronze metal, and it had four sides, 
and strangest ornaments seemed to 
have been added as time had passed. 
As was customary in the ninth cen- 
tury, there were gold and brass addi- 
tions. 

The center of the front of the bell 
of St. Mura is adorned witha clear, 
crystal setting, as its main ornament; 
other jewels, with the exception of 
one amber set, apparently have all 
been removed. Wonderful workman- 
ship is evident, in the casing and 
other parts of this bell. The settings, 
while open and vacant, do possess 
some fine attributes, being of pure 
gold. The hook for suspension is of 
brass. And the bell has some bronze 
facings that are embellished with 
niello-work.

The Great Bell of Rouen.—George 
D’Amboise, the founder of this great 
bell, expired, upon its completion, 
with joy at his task, says tradition. 
This giant bell was converted into 
cannon in 1793. The Cathedral of 
Rouen had two towers, and the one 
in which this bell reposed, had an 
amusing legend. It was known as the 
“Tour-de-buerre,” which means tower 
of butter. It seemed the rich were 
permitted by the poor inhabitants to 
eat butter during Lent, provided they 
gave to the fund for the tower. So 
butter seems to have played a part in 
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history. The great bell of Rouen 
weighed forty thousand pounds.

In England, a custom that is men- 
tioned in Charles Dickens’ works was 
queer indeed. A white kid glove was 
wrapped about the door-bell or 
knocker, when a ‘birth had occurred 
in the household. A funeral wreath 
was placed over the bell, or beside it, 
on the occasion of deaths. Sometimes 
a black wrapping would be held over 
the doorbell in this latter case.

Mrs. Frank Moore, Oklahoma, 
whose memorial collection of bells 
was described in the April issue, has 
recently added to her collection, 
which now numbers 364, a bell from 
a bombed church on Anjio Beach- 
head. A bell from the old wishing 
well in Ireland was her next to the 
last acquisition.

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DOLLS GO TO COLLEGE 


By A. G. MEATING 


OLLS PLAY an important part 

in the curriculum of the hilltop 
college of Hiram, Ohio, 35 miles east 
of Cleveland. Mrs. Francis W. Proc- 
tor is constantly creating new dolls 
to supplement her husband’s music 
courses in Hiram College. 

The first set used by Mrs. Proctor 
was the double case of 35 figures 
portraying the evolution of musical 
instruments from early Greek days 
to the square piano of Brahms. 

Mr. Proctor carved the small mu- 
sical instruments. 

The first doll in the case, with 
laurel-crowned curls and _ flowing 
white robes, stands with hand up- 
raised to sweep across the strings of 
the old cithara, a Greek lyre which 
accompanied the celebrated lays of 
minstrels like Homer. Next, a Greek 
whose cheeks are encased in an an- 
imal skin plays an aulos, a two-sec- 


tioned pipe which received pressure 
of air through this ingenious bellows- 
like arrangement. There is a Roman 
tuba player; an Egyptian kneels be- 
fore a man-sized harp; a Saxon blows 
upon a ram’s horn called an oliphant; 
a 14th Century minnesinger in green 
plays a viele, wandering from castle 
to castle singing love songs to the 
accompaniment of this prototype of 
the fiddle, which was held against the 
body in a vertical position. Accom- 
panying him is a juggler who was 
not only expected to furnish enter- 
tainment in the king’s court but was 
supposed to be proficient in a num- 
ber of instruments as well. 

Because of the importance of the 
church in the history of music, the 
birth of Christ is celebrated in a 
group of creche dolls accompanied 
by little choir boys clad in white, 
singing the glory of the Savior. 














Mrs. Proctor, dressed in the Elizabethan costume which she wears when the Hiram 
College Recorder Ensemble gives its recitals. She holds the Cushion Dancers. 
To her right is the set of Comus dolls. 
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A tambour player is typical of 
French music. St. Cecilia, patron 
saint of music, is carrying a portable 
organ. Next comes a 14th century 
lutist, and a dulcimer player of the 
Renaissance. The dulcimer, forerun- 
ner of the piano, was held on the 
player’s lap and played by plucking 


the strings. The next development of © 


the modern piano was the clavichord 
of the 17th century. It contained a 
keyboard with the’ keys colored the 
opposite of keys on a modern piano, 
and the inside of the cover is dec- 
orated with a lovely old _ picture. 
White-wigged J. S. Bach, dressed in 
plum velvet trimmed in gold, plays 
the harpsichord, which is gold with 
raised ornaments of swans, cupids, 
and roses. 

Mr, Proctor is director of the Hi- 
ram College Recorder Ensemble, and 
the dolls described here are taken 
on their concert tours to illustrate 
the various dance steps which are 
played on these 16th century wooden 
flutes, made famous in English lit- 
erature by Shakespeare and Milton, 
and in the classic world by Homer, 
who reported that the Spartan le- 
gions marched to battle against the 
Trojans, their advance marked by a 
choir of these vertical flutes. 


The Cushion dancers shown in the 
picture reveal the three phases of 
the cushion dance. The lady in the 
first row chooses her partner by 
placing a cushion before him; the 
next man salutes the lady who has 
chosen him by kneeling to kiss her 
hand, and the last couple steps off in 
the dance. At the side, a dwarf plays 
music on the viele. It was after a 
masquerade was performed, such as 
Milton’s Comus in 17th century Eng- 
land, that the dancers doffed their 
masques and nobleman and servant- 
wench alike joined in the cushion 
dance. 

The platform of the Morris Dance 
is green, simulating the grassy pub- 
lic commons, and it is filled with 
rows of men in two’s in white shirts 
and dark trousers, their chests 
crossed by a red felt; bells tied a- 
bout their knees, and a stick and 
handkerchief in their hands. These 
men are dancing the demanding and 
rhythmic English steps such as 
Greensleeves and _ Barley-Break, 
played by the Ensemble. Behind is a 
group of village dancers, and three 
musicians playing the pipe and tabor. 

Last fall, Mr. Proctor was asked 
to teach a course in which dolls 
could be used. The result was the 
“opera,” with dolls to show the rise 
of the opera through costumes com- 
plete in every detail. Suggestions 
from “Opera News” were augmented 
by a built-up set for each opera, 
made from a paper carton such as 
the one with painted scenery, little 
trees, a cottage, a spinning wheel at 
which Marguerite sat, a tree against 
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which Mephisto leaned, and garden 
with roses climbing over the gate for 
Faust; and from this to the ornate 
bedroom scene of white fur rug, 
“gesso” painted angels on the walls, 
hand-painted screens, etc., for Fig- 
aro. The list of opera sets, illustrated 
by two or more dolls each in a setting 
taken from the opera is as follows: 
Orpheus, Rigoletto, Traviata, I] Trov- 
atore, Otello, Lohengrin, Tristam, 
Parsifal, The Rhinegold, The Twi- 
light of the Gods, The Marriage of 
Figaro, Don Giovanni, The Magic 
Flute, Fidelio, William Tell, Oberon, 
Der Freischutz, Mignon, Pagliacci, 
Pelleas and Melisande, and Hansel 
and Gretel. 

The dolls themselves are 11 and 12 
inches tall for men, nine inches for 
women. Their heads are molded from 
clay, after Mrs. Proctor’s own form- 
ula, and then painted by her with 
oils to give a lifelike expression. 
Since they are entirely hand made 
they are individual and no two dolls 
have any more the same features 
than those people one meets on the 
street. The hands and feet, if bare, 
are carved from wood. Costumes are 
lavish and colorful, made of richest 
materials such as velvet, silks, satins, 
with tiny complete ermine skins form- 
ing capes, ostrich plumes, and every- 
thing in keeping. The royal ladies 
and gentlemen wear cunningly fash- 
ioned jewelry, and their elaborate 
coiffures are topped with fancy head- 
dresses, 

The doll sets are used by other 
professors. Mrs. Lynn Gault bor- 
rowed dolls dressed in costumes typ- 
ical of South American countries to 
show in her Spanish class. Comus is 
now in use by Dr. Kényon’s Milton 
students. The Latvia Conference at 
Hiram College during May used the 
Far East, South American, and Mex- 
ican dolls in a display at the college 
library. And last March, the visiting 
Senator Burton and his wife and the 
trustees of the college were entertain- 
ed at a tea at the president’s house so 
that they could see the newly com- 
pleted opera dolls. During the last 
Christmas holiday season several of 
the groups of dolls were on exhibit 
for three weeks at the Cleveland 
Public Library.

“‘We called our ship ‘Miss Fit,’ but 
she was the finest B-17 that ever 
dropped a load of bombs on Berlin,” 
Lt. Kenneth Halloran, pilot, told his 
hometown friends and relatives of 
Chicago when he was home on a re- 
cent furlough from the fighting front 
in Europe. 

“We made 35 missions in ‘Miss 
Fit’ and she never had an engine 
knocked out. None of our crew was 
hurt, although we were hit plenty. 
This is an unusual record for a 
bomber and our crew considers it 
extremely lucky. 

“Our crew thought we were so 
lucky because of the fuzzy doll we 
carried on our flights. When we were 
taken off ‘Miss Fit,’ we took our doll 
mascot. On her next trip, the bomber 
was shot down and her crew lost.” 

The doll that the crew made a mas- 
cot, and for which they named their 
bomber, was sent home by Lt. Hall- 
oran by boat. The doll, he says, will 
be the main part of his exhibit of war

Halloran said that he won the doll 
at a street carnival in London. She 
was a fuzzy doll and looked so queer 
that the crew promptly called her 
“Miss Fit.” Halloran attached “Miss 
Fit” to the instrument panel of the 
ship. Then, he and his fellow fighters 
painted “Miss Fit’ on the ship and 
the doll. became the official mascot. 

“Miss Fit” has had wide experi- 
ence. Lt. Halloran raided Berlin and 
Munich three times each. In the Ger- 
man capital, he said, his target was 
the central subway station and in 
Munich the aircraft plants. Missions 
over Munich, were the toughest, he 
said, because the Nazis kept a close 
guard there and sent up large num- 
bers of fighter planes.

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BOTTLE HOUSE IS CIRCUS MUSEUM 


By A. MORTON SMITH 


ROBABLY the most unique circus- 

iana museum in America stands 
in the California desert at Boron. 

It was constructed by Will . W. 


Brock, old-time circus long string 
driver, on the rear of his residential 
property. It measures 14x16 feet in- 


side, with an eight-foot porch, walled 
entirely of bottles. 

The idea, Mr. Brock says, was bor- 
rowed from Death Valley, where there 
is a house, still in good repair, which 
was built in the 90’s, and 50,000 liquor 
bottles were used in its construction. 
This house is in Daylight Pass, enter- 
ing the Valley from Beatty, Nev. 

As a pastime, Mr. Brock set about 
building a similar house and used 
5,000 bottles in its walls. Soon after 
it was completed, he was visited by 
Jake Posey, one of the most famous 
of American circus hostlers, and Mrs. 
Posey. After inspecting the bottle 
house and viewing Mr. Brock’s collec- 
tion of circusiana, he suggested that 
the building would make an ideal cir- 
cus museum. 

And now the bottle house holds the 
extensive circusiana gathered over 
nearly half a century by its owner. 

In the circusiang field, Mr. Brock’s 
specialty is photographs. His prized 
possession is a photographic enlarge- 
ment of the famous Barnum & Bailey 
40-horse team, taken in parade at

Brooklyn, N. Y., in 1904. Over it hangs 
one of the bits used on the team when 
the show was on a tour of Europe 
from 1897 to 1901. 

During this period the circus estab- 
lished winter quarters at Stoke-on- 
Trent and Mr. Posey, boss hostler of 
the show, had the entire 40-horse 
team fitted with English coach bits. 

In later years, when Mr.’ Brock 
drove eight bays from the 40-horse 
team for three years, he acquired the 
prized bit. Incidentally, he had “Old 


Paul,” the starter of the 40-horse 
team in the eight-horse hitch he 
drove. 

Mrs, Brock’s hobby of collecting post 


cards in each of the cities and towns 
he visited while on the circus itiner- 
ary, gave the Ringling Brothers 
Circus one of the most unusual route 
books ever issued by a traveling a- 
musement enterprise in 1901. 

At each stand, Mr. Brock purchased 
post cards showing the business sec- 
tion, public buildings, parks, monu- 
ments and other places of interest in 
the respective towns. 

When the 1901 route book was 
published, it was illustrated--not as 
customarily with scenes of the circus 
--but with pictures of the cities and 
towns visited, from Mr. Brock’s 
collection. 

The route book contains such views 
as Chicago’s skyscrapers, the Wash- 
ington monument, Baltimore Harbor, 
Montreal from Mount Royal, the 
Kansas City Stockyards, the Cali- 
fornia state capitol at Sacramento, a 
giant Arizona cactus, an Enid, Okla., 
ranch scene, the levee at Memphis, 
Tenn., a cotton picking crew at Holly 
Springs, Miss., and scores of others. 

During the three years Mr. Brock 
was with the Ringling show, he fol- 
lowed this hobby, and he has thou- 
sands of post cards of practically 
every city and town of any size in 
America, arranged in albums, and 
entitled ‘Looking Backwards three 
years with the World’s Greatest 
Shows, En Route with Ringling 
Brothers, 1901-2-3.” 

Also in his big collection of pictures 


- are rare scenes of circus railroad 


wrecks, blowdowns and fires, and 
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numerous lot scenes showing the cir- 
cus in its various stages of daily 
activity. 

Since he was associated with the 
baggage stock department of various 
circuses during a third of a century 
with such amusement enterprises, it 
is not surprising that his collection 
contains a number of interesting sou- 
venirs of his vocation. 

For example, he has a saddle which 
was used by the baggage stock de- 
partment of Ringling Brothers Circus 
in 1907, and by Ed. Jenkins, assistant 
boss hostler of Barnum & Bailey Cir- 
cus in 1909, And another saddle, Mr. 
Brock acquired in Dallas in 1910. It 
is a square skirted double rigged 
Texas saddle which he used on cir- 
cuses for a number of years. 

There are also some interesting 
whips in the collection. There are two 
lash whips, one from the Ringling 
show and the other from the Barnum 
and Bailey aggregation. He has a bull 
whip presented to him by the late 
Walter McClain, elephant trainer of 
note, when the two men were mem- 
bers of the personnel of the Al G. 
Barnes Circus in the early 30’s. And 
there is a quirt made by Jack Wolf, 
once top cowhand of the 101 Ranch 
Wild West Show, later with Al G. 
Barnes.

wants The photograph of this illustri- 
ous Italian baritone of long ago that 
appeared in the August issue of this 
magazine elicited the following letter 
from Mrs. G. E. Thomas of New York 
City: 

“I was interested in your article 
in Hobbies and wish to express my 
pleasure in seeing a picture of An- 
cona. I heard him in 1893 with De 
Lucia and Melba in Pagliacci and 
never since have I heard the Prologue 
sung as he delivered it. A voice of 
velvet, exquisite coloring and style. 
A gem!! I heard all the great singers 
during sixty-seven years of opera and 
concert and have become very critical 
and hard to please. So many of the 
singers in opera today are truly im- 
possible.” 

While on the 3ubject of Ancona, a 
few words about the dates of his birth 
and death are in order. Some authori- 
ties gave his birth date as 1870 but 
the year 1863, which was found in a 
biographical note about the singer 
published in 1893 or shortly there- 


‘after, seems more likely. Keith Moyer, 


of Everett Wash., says that he first 
reported Ancona’s death date as 1917 
for one of Seltsam’s IRCC labels but 
has since changed his mind. He adds 
that Oscar Thompson’s encyclopedia 
gives the year 1927. This ought to be 
final, yet a singer friend of mine talked 
with a pupil of Ancona’s who claimed 
to have studied with the baritone at 
an even later date. Can anybody give 
us positive, veritied information?. .. .

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Favorite Pioneer Recording Artists 


Russell Hunting, Sr. 


By ULYSSES (“JIM”) WALSH 


ENIUS” IS A word that should 

be used with discriminating re- 
serve, but it seems to me no less a 
term can accurately describe Russell 
Hunting, Sr., who died so recently as 
February 20, 1943, and is buried in 
Westchester, N. Y. 

In the variety of his achievements 
as comedian, recording director and 
executive, Mr. Hunting stands vir- 
tually alone among Favorite Pioneer 
Recording Artists. Among other 
things, he is the only one I can think 
of who had a phonograph company 
named for himself and whose career 
included brilliant achievements in the 
United States, England and nearly 
every other civilized nation in the 
world. The man who first became 
known on wax cylinders as the maker 
of “Casey” monologues came to count 
American presidents and foreign 
rulers among his warm admirers and 
friends and to be a notable figure 
on a world-wide scale. 

The “bare essentials” of this genu- 
inely great man’s career may be 
summed up briefly: 

Russell Hunting, Sr., was born in 
West Roxbury, Mass., on May 8, 
1864, so lacked only a few months of 
being 79 years of age when he died. 
On March 19, 1888, he married Mary 
Ann Lawrence, who was born in New 
York City on August 17, 1867, and 
who survives him. FPhey had three 
children: Bessie Marie Hunting, who 
was born July 4, 1889, and died in 
September, 1889; Henry (Harry) 
Lawrence Hunting, born February 
13, 1892, and Russell Emerson Hunt- 
ing, Jr.. born May 24, 1897. Mrs. 
Hunting now makes her home in 
Yonkers, N. Y., with her son, Harry, 
who has taken a great deal of trouble 
to help me with the material for 
this account of his father’s life. 

After becoming an actor at an ex- 
tremely early age, Mr. Hunting be- 
gan making phonograph records in 
the early ’90’s and, as the teller of 
the “Michael Casey” series of comic 
Irish sketches, was soon famous 
wherever records were-heard. In 1898 
he went to England, where he be- 
came recording manager of the pio- 
neer Edison Bell company, operated 
by the picturesquely gruff and sar- 
donic but warm-hearted “Laddie from 
Lancashire,” James E. Hough. A few 
years later, he and another American, 
Louis Sterling, founded the Russell 
Hunting Record Co., Ltd., and did a 
large business. 

Still later, Mr. Hunting became the 
director general of the recording de- 
partments of the Pathé Freres com- 


pany, of Paris, France, and in that 
capacity traveled throughout the 
world. He came back to the United 
States in 1914 to establish the Amer- 
ican branch of Pathé and remained 
here for several years before return- 
ing to Paris, where he supervised 
the French recording activities of 
Pathé, which by that time was Co- 
lumbia-controlled. A few years ago, 
when his health failed, he returned 
to his native country. 

Such a skeleton outline as the fore- 
going, however, cannot pretend to 
tell the real story of Russell Hunt- 
ing, Sr., a story which is one of the 
most fascinating in the phonograph 
industry’s history. Especially absorb- 
ing are the circumstances of the 
founding of the Russell Hunting Rec- 
ord company in the days when the 
cylinder record was more popular 
than the disc and, as “the working 
man’s record,” seemed likely to dom- 
inate the market for years to come. 
The rise and decline of Sterling and 
Hunting and their “Sterling” record 
is the essence of the decline and 
death of the cylinder record which 
has not been manufactured, except 
for dictating machine use, anywhere 
in the world since 1929. 

As good a start as any in begin- 
ning a detailed story of Russell 
Hunting’s life may be made by re- 
ferring to the first issue of the Talk- 
ing Machine News, which began pub- 
lication in London in May, 1903, and 
continued to be issued for more than 
30 years. It will be extensively 
quoted in this series. 

On page 35 of that first issue is 
an article entitled “The Career of 
‘Casey’ (Mr. Russell MHunting),” 
whom a sub-head calls, ‘‘A Man of 
Many Records.” The article, written 
by Leonard W. Lillingston, founder 
and editor of the TMN, who died in 
1911, begins: 

“There are, of course, many masters 
of humorous dialogue, but only one 
‘Mike Casey.’ The reason is not far to 
seek; Casey was not only one of the 
first to tell funny stories to the phono- 
graph, but he was, in fact, one of the 
first to talk into the phonograph at all. 
It is not too much to say that the Casey 
records have echoed round the world, 
and that they have contributed to the 


gaiety of nations. Wherever the phono- 
graph has gone, they have gone. And 


in what part of the globe at the pres- 


ent time, whether civilized or uncivilized, 
ean it be said with certainty that the 
talking machine is unknown? 

“The author and originator of the fa- 
mous Casey records is Mr. Russell Hunt- 
ing, of the Edison Bell company. He was 
born at West Roxbury, a small town- 
ship in the United States. He is in the 
prime of life, just 39 years old, and 
looking younger. You write him down 
a son of Thespis at a glance. As a mat- 
ter of fact, before he was 21 he not 
only toured the States, but crossed the 
Herring Pond. His first professional ap- 
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pearance was with the celebrated Ameri- 
can actor, Edwin Booth, at that time 
playing ‘The Taming of the Shrew,’ at 
the Fifth Avenue Theatre, New York. 
He was a member of the Boston Theatre 
Company for nine years, and for three 
years was its stage manager. By-the- 
way, it is an interesting fact that, whilst 
Mr. Hunting’s records are chiefly humor- 
ous, he always appeared on the boards 
in serious parts. (Note by U. W.—I may 
add that Mr, Hunting wears a serious 
expression in practically ail the photo- 
graphs I have seen of him. I suspect 
that, like many other men noted for 
their humorous depictions, his disposi- 
tion was naturally grave.) 

“Mr. Hunting,’’ continued the Talking 
Machine News, “is richly endowed as a 
record maker. In the first place his voice 
lends itself to reproduction as few oth- 
ers do, in the second he is thoroughly 
acquainted with the paces of every type 
of talking machine, and in the third he 
is a past master in the art of mimetic 
expression. I will cite only one instance 
of his voice capacity. He once laid a 
wager with a fellow-actor that he would 
make a whisper record which should be 
audible even among the gods at the 
Boston Theatre. The Boston Theatre is 
a large house, but he won his wager: 
his whisper record was distinctly heard 
even in the back row of the gallery. 

“As to his mimetic ability, Edison 
himself declared that the Casey steam- 
boat record was the best he had ever 
heard. There were no less than ten 
different characters in this record and 
eight mechanical effects, all of them pro-

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duced by Mr. Hunting. First the bell on 
the forward deck clangs loudly, then 
the little bell on the look-out-house puts 
in its turn. ‘Get in that gangplank there; 
hurrah now; pull her in, boys; pull her 
out!’ shouts the mate in a voice which 
drowns even the snorts of the engine at 
work. Thump, thump go the bales of cot- 
ton and boxes of merchandise on deck. 
‘Look heah, honey, doan you forgit to 
send me a letter so I gets it at St. Louis,’ 
shouts a Negro deck hand to his dusky 
sweetheart, waving him a last adieu 
from the land. Puff, puff, puff goes the 
engine, and sh-sh-sh sings the escape 
valve. The heavy chain rattles against 
the capstan, and as the sound dies away 
a dozen of the deck hands strike up 
the melody: ‘Farewell, my love, . fare- 
well.’ 

“And Mr. Hunting would tell you, as 
he told me—for he makes no secret a- 
bout it—that all that went to make that 
record was his own voice, a bell, a 
couple of bottles, and a piece of sand- 
paper. Only that and nothing more; or 
has he left one thing out, and that—a 
consummate knowledge of the art of 
record-making? I think so.”” 

The following quotations conclude 
the article by Leonard W. Lillingston, 
in the May, 1903, issue of the Talk- 
ing Machine News, outlining the re- 
cording achievements, to that time,

talking into the horn; now two Irish- 
men are engaged in a dispute; now a 
German and a Chinaman, now an Eng- 
lishman and a Yankee. The peculiar 
idioms; the racy phrases; the charac- 
teristic inflections, each and all are 
faithfully rendered. I wonder how many 
records Mr. Hunting has made? He was 
under contract at one time to produce 
not far short of 7,000 for one phono firm 
alone, and that is a good while since. 
As for the records which he has assisted 
in making they must be long past count- 
ing. For he is concerned, on behalf of 
the Edison Bell Co., in making records 
not only all day long, but every day. 
He is their stage manager, and as our 
readers by this time know, there is a 
good deal of stage management in get- 
ting out a really successful record. 

“That well-known Edison Bell record, 

“The Departure of the Troopship,’ which 
came into vogue during the war (the 
Boer War—U. W.), and which still re- 
tains a high measure of popularity, must 
have meant a deal of clever stage man- 
agement. It was Mr. Hunting’s fertile 
brain which gave it birth, he _ it 
was who superintended its production 
throughout. I will not recapitulate here 
the tale of the troopship’s departure as 
told by the record. It has to be heard 
to be appreciated. It is said that during 
the war time and since, more than one 
auditor has been moved to tears on 
hearing it for the first time. I can well 
believe it. As the record tells its story, 
that leavetaking, never to be forgotten, 
fs acted over again; and memories of 
the hero — husband, lover or brother— 
now sleeping his last, long sleep beneath 
the South African veldt, come to life 
again. 
‘It is but one step from the sublime 
to the practical side of things. The series 
of incidents in “The Departure of the 
Troopship’ are enacted on the phono- 
graph in two minutes and a fifteenth. 
You will understand by that what is 
meant by stage management in record 
making. For if on the one hand, a rec- 
ord like this, properly made, appeals to 
the most sacred feelings of the human 
heart, on the other hand if badly made 
it will be nothing less than farcical. 
There is, of course, another essential, 
it must be taken from the life.’ Mr. 
Hunting’s method in the making of rec- 
ords of this description is to go down 
and study the scenes at first hand. He 
saturates himself so to speak with the 
atmosphere; he lives for a while in the 
drama which is being enacted. In this 
way only can the highest form of record 
be created. 

“Tt. goes without saying that the sub- 
ject of this sketch took to the phono 
early. He did not, of course, acquire his 
present reputation directly he started 
handling the machine. He had to prac- 
tice. Given his special qualifications, 
with incessant practice, and there you 
have the secret of his success. 

“Until you come to record for the 
phonograph,’ said he to me, ‘you fail to 
realize how much hearing depends upon 
the eyes, as well as the ears. You watch 
a man's face, and you know what he has 
said, thqugh he has spoken ever so in- 
distinctly. That is the secret of the oral 
instruction of the deaf and dumb—teach- 
ing them to see speech instead of hear 
it. Some wonderful results have been 
obtained that way, as you know. When 
you talk into a phono, the first thing 
to realize is that you must talk as 
though you were speaking to a blind 
man, who depends entirely upon sound, 


unaided by sight.’ 


“"Are there any words,’ I asked, 
‘which present greater difficulties than 
others?’ 


““There are lots. But two only will 
serve to prove my point. Just notice how 
the ordinary man enunciates ‘truth’ and 
‘teeth.’ You know what he says, because 
you are watching his face. But let him 
talk into the trumpet. And what do you 
hear when you switch on the reproducer? 
Truth becomes merely an ‘oo’ sound, 
teeth an ‘ee’ sound; it is impossible to 
recognize them as words.’ 

“Mr. Hunting considers the English 
instrumentalist the finest in the world. 
By-the-way, the band records, produced 
under his superintendence, are made by 
the London Regimental Band, a partic- 
ularly strong combination of well-known 
instrumentalists. Mr. Hunting has been 
four years with the Edison Bell Co. and 
Ltd., as superintendent of 
their Record Department. 

“ ‘Were is the outline of a new Casey 
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story to end up with,’ said he, as I rose 
to go. ‘I call it ‘Casey on the Bench.’ 
Casey fines a prisoner twenty shillings 
for picking pockets. The prisoner de- 
clares he has only fifteen shillings in the 
world. ‘Where did ye get it from?’ asks 
Casey. The prisoner says he got it out 
of the pockets of the crowd, whilst he 
was waiting for his turn. ‘Put him back 
in the crowd, officer,’ says Casey, ‘sure 
he may get the other five shillings.’ 

“ “Any more Casey stories?’ 

‘**Well, there’s ‘Casey in the Barber's 
Shop.’ The barber asks him why he 
hasn’t painted his pole for him, as_he 
promised to do. ‘Deed,’ says Casey, ‘but 
I would have done it if I could, Haven't 
I been all over town this day, trying to 
buy some striped paint?’ 

“One more story. 

‘**By-the-way,’ says Mr. Hunting, 
with a humorous twinkle of the eye, ‘I 
had a laughable experience myself the 
other day. Man came up here, profes- 
sional, offered to make Casey records. 
I asked him, did he know Russell Hunt- 
ing. He said, ‘Yes, knew him quite well: 
as a matter of fact Hunting got all his 
ideas from him.’ I asked him if he knew 
whether he was in London. He said he 
believed he was. ‘Well,’ I said, ‘I’d like 
to get him up here to make me records; 
think you could manage it for me?’ Said 
he thought he could; any way, he'd try. 
So I suppose I’ll have that fellow Hunt- 
ing along one of these days.’ ”’ 

I have quoted this rather long 
article in its entirety, not only be- 
cause it throws an interesting light 
upon Russell Hunting, Sr.’s, younger 
days, but because of the incidental 
information it gives concerning re- 
cording practices in the pioneer era. 
When “Casey” was under contract to 
make 7,000 records for one company, 
he, of course, was working by the 
“round” and was not recording that 


many different titles.

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ELEPHANTS 


By DOROTHY FOSTER BROWN 


7 BELIEF that elephants sym- 
bolize good luck is both old and 
wide-spread. Innumerable charms and 
mascots testify to its strength, so 
that nowadays, elephants (in minia- 
ture!) feature many aspects of every- 
day life—from politics to buttons!— 
bringing (we believe) good fortune 
with them. In all probability, this be- 
lief traces back to Ganesh (Ganesa, 
Ganese) the elephant-headed, who, in 
Hindu mythology, is the god of wis- 
dom and prudence. He typifies the 
good sense and worldly wisdom that 


result in financial success and general 
well-being, and is one of the most 
popular of Hindu deities. 

The elephant’s phenomenal mem- 
ory is proverbial—stories about it are 
legion—and there is little doubt that, 
with the possible exception of the 
horse and dog, he does possess more 
“resource and sagacity” than any 
other animal. These attributes, per- 
haps, figured in his adoption as the 
emblem of the Republican Party; 
and in that capacity he has often ap- 
peared on political pin-back buttons. 
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The Asiatic (or Indian) elephant 
(which is the kind usually found in 
captivity) differs from his African 
cousin in appearance as well as in 
disposition. He is smaller, with much 
smaller ears; as well as being tamer 
and more “biddable” in handling. Of 
the seven elephants shown herewith, 
one is definitely African,. four are 
certainly Indian, and two are doubt- 
ful! Elephants are not exactly com- 
mon on buttons, but they are not too 
hard to find, and are always inter- 
esting because of their variety and 
the tales and legends connected with 
them. 

No. 1. This brass over all button 
commemorates perhaps the most fa- 
mous elephant of them all — one 
whose name has become synonymous 
for anything huge or _ oversized. 
“Jumbo” was an African elephant, 
captured when very young, and 
brought when three years old to the 
Royal Zoological Gardens in Lon- 
don, where he was a great favorite 
for 23 years. In 1882, P. T. Barnum 
brought him to America, to become 
the main attraction ef Barnum’s 
Circus. He was 11% feet in height 
and weighed six tons! Jumbo was 
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PARADE”

killed by a train in Canada, while at- 
tempting (it is said) to rescue a 
younger elephant at a_ railroad 
crossing. But his name and his fame 
endure. 

No. 2. The front of this black 
composition button is plain, but the 
back bears the words “Elephant 
Make,” and on the self-shank is in- 
cised an unmistakable (Indian) ele- 
phant. Careful inspection of appar- 
ently “ordinary” buttons is some- 
times repaid by a discovery of this 
sort. 

No. 3 is a Jet button, slightly con- 
cave, with the (Indian) elephant in 
relief. Brass shank. (For another 
well-known Jet elephant, see “But- 
ton Parade,” p. 20, No. 11). 

No. 4. This (Indian) elephant’s 
head is rendered in high relief, on a 
convex button of bronze-finished 
brass. The likeness is excellent, both 
front view and profile. 

No. 5 is a uniform button of Brit- 
ish India, brass, convex, with raised 
design. The device, I have reasor to 
think, is that of the “Seaforth High- 
landers,” which is a consolidation of 
the old 72nd (“Duke of Albany’s Own 
Highlanders”) and 78th (“Rosshire 
Buffs”) Foot regiments. Honors of 
the Seaforth Highlanders include the 
Elephant superscribed “Assaye,” 
“Mysore,” “Hindoostan,” “Maida,” 
“Java” and many others. Reverse: 
“Superior Quality” within concentric 
circles; and ‘\ o Bees, which bear the 
letters “W. & C.” Elephants appear on 
several other Indian regimental but- 
tons; and the “Duke of Wellington’s 
West Riding Regt.” shows an ele- 
phant with howdah, (Emilio, No. 840). 


No. 6. “Pink Elephants” are often 
heard about, but seldom seen. This 
modern example of the species is 
made of pink china, with his eye and 
his ear, his trunk, tail, tusks and 
toenails tastefully decorated with sil- 
ver lustre. Self-shank. c. 1936. 


No. 7 is a “White Elephant,” ren- 
dered in Modern Plastic, with self- 
shank. As mascots, elephants are sup- 
posed to be especially lucky when 
their trunks are raised in the act of 
trumpeting. c. 1940. 


Elephants have always appealed to 
me, ever since (at an early age!) I 
read about the “Elephant’s Child” 
and his ‘satiable curiosity’ in Kip- 
ling’s “‘Just-So Stories.” But I knew 
next to nothing about them until I 
looked them up a bit, for this button 
group. Thus does interest in buttons 
stimulate the thirst for knowledge! 
It would be easy to fill pages with 
anecdotes about elephants, but since 
this is supposed to be about buttons, 
I will restrain myself. There are 
parallels between the two, though; 
button collectors “never forget” their 
hobby; it never becomes a ‘white 
elephant” or a burden; and it brings 
with it good luck and a “Jumbo” por- 
tion of pleasure!

These “Eye-buttons” in gold mounts, 
were painted from life on ivory and 
framed under glass. They were usual- 
ly of some wife or husband’s eye 
and served each in keeping a watch- 
ful eye on the other at all times. 

Portrait buttons of Charles the 
First, King Arthur, Charles the Fifth, 
Richard the Lion-hearted, Sir Walter 
Raleigh, Balboa, Queen Elizabeth, 
Queen Isabella, and Mary Queen of 
Scots are all beautiful, historical but- 
tons, and lucky is the collector who 
has them in his or her collection. 

Silhouette buttons done in black, 
and mounted on real gold-leaf under 
glass, some with dark green myrtle 
leaves for a border, were most at- 
tractive when worn as a brooch, and 
are now prized collectors’ items. 

Buttons were made depicting Ad- 
miral Perry and his party of explor- 
ers after their expedition to the 
North Pole. A set of buttons of Paul 
Revere, the Mayflower, the Concord 
Minute-man, Liberty Bell, and Moily 
Pitcher, were all worn in Revolution- 
ary times in sets of two or three, and 
were popular buttons of their time. 
Many collectors own one or more of 
these buttons. 

Dogs and dogs’ heads were always 
popular among the Sporting buttons. 
One of the fine whippet type graces 
my collection; it has a fine, high relief 
and much detail, and is decorated 
with cut steel studs. There are three 
very important buttons made of cop- 
per of Teddy Roosevelt’s African 
Hunt, which show him as he hunted 
lions and rhinoceros. My collection 
contains some of ‘these. Another in- 
teresting button is that of George 
Washington, the Huntsman, done in 
copper. Mary and her lamb appear

There are 
many hundreds of these buttons still 
unidentified and unnamed. 

Buttons of miniature size are also 
much in demand. These very well 
made, extremely tiny, brass trimmed, 
of painted glass, silver, and china 
types are beauties. 

The old China Calico buttons with 
dainty calico designs in blue, pink, 
red, brown, green and black, were 
used on every day frocks because 
they were durable and washable. To- 
day they bring from five cents to 50 
cents apiece. 


Cat buttons seem to be among the 
popular collectors’ buttons. There is 
“Puss-in-Boots.” “The Cat and the 
Mirror” has sold for $15 and ‘The 
Cat and the Lizard” for $10. Story 
buttons, children’s tales and fables; 
The Fox and the Grapes, The Spider 
and the Fly; The Little Red Hen; 
The Hare and the Tortoise, most of 
which were taken from Aesop’s 
Fables is another chapter in button 
history too long to dwell upon now. 

Robert Browning’s ‘“‘Pied Piper of 
Hamlin” is a pressed brass button, 
very fine in detail. It shows the 
Piper being followed by all the rats 
while he leads them with his music 
toward the stream. In the distance is 
a bridge and a village. This large 
button shows the full moon in the 
sky. A very rare one, it is valued at 
$10, or more. 


The Kate Greenaway buttons are 
indeed interesting in their showing 
of old-fashioned children in the 
quaint costumes designed by this de- 
lightful English artist. Many differ- 
ent buttons of the Greenaway chil- 
dren were produced and worn in the 
eighties. One of the smaller types of 
“Children Under the Umbrella,” is in 
my collection. 

I have not touched on some of the 
most beautiful buttons of all, those 
which were made of blown glass. 
‘These buttons were truly “Little

Gems;” and were classed as the pa- 
perweight type. Delicate and fine were 
the Rose Blown buttons of the Ven- 
etian glass-blowers, who produced 
such exquisite things. These minia- 
ture paperweights had blown into 
them tiny beads, roses with leaves, 
goldstone and fruit of all varieties. 
With their dainty pears, cherries, 
grapes and leaves, these buttons sure- 
ly deserve to be classed as ‘‘gems.” 
Many different types of this button 
were made but they are becoming very 
hard to find. These buttons are rare- 
ly found on the old ‘“‘Charm-Strings,” 
because with so much handling they 
were broken off and lost. 


There are the Zodiac series of 12, 
of which four are very difficult to 
find. The Lincoln button, very rare, 
is made of copper. The Goodyear but- 
tons, made of hard rubber by the 
Goodyear Company, are each dated 
1851, and show the pick-mark on the 
back, where each one was_ picked 
from the mold. Black, glass, lustre, 
lithographs, the eye of a peacock 
under glass. With this last very rare 
button, of which I have seen but one, 
we will wind up this cursory discus- 
sion on the vast story of buttons.

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Classification - The Chaste Chased Gilts 


By LON TWAIN 


} anemone EXAMPLES of the gilt age 

period in American industry, a 
century ago, are among the finest 
specimens of buttoncraft. Yet till re- 
cently collectors have ignored them. 


The detailed incision of the surface 
design of a metal ornament, by the 
use of tools handled with expert 
fingers, is an early practice. By this 
method silversmiths made their pro- 
ducts more attractive. Thus the beau- 
ty of an ornament was enriched; and 
the process was called “flatchasing” 
or “enchasing.” The sharp graver 
which really cuts away parts of the 
metal article accomplishes the work 
of “‘engraving,’’ while the chisel and 
mallet used in “chasing” merely de- 
presses or inscribes lines and curves 
in the face of discs which have been 
struck from a die. 

So craftsmen at the old Waterbury 
button companies, men _§ specially 
trained in skill with hand tools, cre- 
ated designs and incised the surfaces 
of buttons in order to make them 
more desirable as fancy dress items. 
The figures already stamped, whether 
dots, stars, flowers, baskets, vases, 
cornucopias, fruits, or what not, were 
in this way given more definition and 
scintillation. The designs, after the 
operation, stood out more plainly and 
glowed more brilliantly. When spec- 
imens of the struck and chased types 
of the same subjects are laid side by 
side, it is amazing to note the “class” 
and style and tone of the chased va- 
riety. These pieces, in both kinds, 
now being used so generally for ear- 
rings, will probably come back into 
style as dress actessories, and will 
be reproduced in quantity for that 
purpose. 

Blanks were sometimes treadle- 
pressed or die-struck; then later the 
chasers elaborated the cruder and 
rougher designs. A geometric scroll or 
a floral wreath was incised around the 
stamped letters; or a background was 
jiggered or an edge was scalloped; 
or an intricate composition was deli- 
cately defined and highlighted by 
precise blows from the chasing in- 
struments. A choice exhibit in this 
latter category is a three-quarter 
inch button which shows, finely ex- 
ecuted within the narrow compass, 
the figures of a barrel, a plow, a lad- 
der, a rake, a hoe, a sheaf of grain, 
wheat, fruit, flowers, leaves, etc. The 
charm of this piece surpasses the 
scenic William Tell. 

In this manner the decorations al- 
ready prepared were beautifully elab- 
orated and embellished; and often 
very simple pieces, 
come when struck from the die, re- 


which had _ so- 


ceived their designs chiefly from the 
skill of the original chasing work- 
man. Some of the best military but- 
tons were “pointed up” by work done 
on the stars, the shields, or the wings 
and breast of the eagle, by the ar- 
tistic—and patriotic—craftsman. 

It is said that the rarest struck 
models are those with concave sur- 
face; and that the rarest chased 
pieces are, of course, those in which 
it is obvious that the ornamentation 
was entirely provided by the chasing 
operation. Artists could provide the 
pattern, as a blue-print; but the skill 
of the final chaser, who put the 
finishing touches on the article, was 
the greatest. The sculptor allows oth- 
er hands to work on his marble fig- 
ure; but, when the ultimate touches 
are to be applied with the subtlest 
tools, he, the artist, does not leave 
his statue to the technical workman 
or mechanical assistant. 


The work on the surface was done 
while the button was held in a jig, 
used as a supporting base and vise, 
an iron frame, its upper part a 
“spool-like pedestal” into which the 
button fitted, which could be rotated 
as the chaser proceeded with his task. 
Numerous kinds of tools were em- 
ployed in the various sorts of decor- 
ations executed. As W. F. Kaynor of 
the Waterbury Button Company and 
E. H. Davis of the Scovill Manufac- 
turing Company have indicated, one 
tool might impress a central star, a 
second might trace radial lines, a 
third might mark some radial ten- 
drils, a fourth might strike the out- 
lines of a rose or a pineapple, a fifth 
might flute the border, a sixth might 
intersperse tiny circles in the open 
area, a seventh might batter a stip- 
pled, or granulated, or network effect 
over the major surface. Many of the 
“punches” so used have been preserved 
by the companies which used them. 

The claim in “The Great Industries 
of the United States,” 1872, is that 
“The chasing of gilt buttons was first 
done by the Scovill Manufacturing 
Company.” This statement has not 
been verified. The high standards re- 
quired are indicated by a letter from 
J. M. L. Scovill, who, as a distributor, 
wanted to satisfy the exacting de- 
mands of his trade: “Our chasing is 
most wretchedly done, and the but- 
tons are badly assorted. There was 
a number in a gross not chased at 
all, and others with not all of the 
facets hit with the punch, and others 
struck off to one side and sunk down. 
It must be looked to, and the but- 
tons not suffered to leave the fac- 
tory unless good in every part.” 
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The practice of chasing, known 
earlier in France, England, and Ger- 
many, was imported in the 1830's. 
In 1841 a contract was given to a 
man named Marlo B. Frost. The pri- 
mary expert, who had a record of 
long service and merit, from the age 
of 14 onward, (1833), was Edward 
Terrell. The designs patterned by him, 
and the punches invented, were 
numerous. He supervised the chasing 
department and trained the younger 
workmen. This kind of production 
continued on into the 90’s. Both men 
and women were engaged. They la- 
bored seven hours a day at the piece- 
work base of twenty cents per hour. 

For persons interested in techni- 
calities, it might be worthwhile to 
state that the tools have been classi- 
fied somewhat in this fashion: “Chas- 
ing Punches” — for creating and 
sharpening designs. “Jiggering 
Punches”—for impressing dots, cir- 
cles, arcs, ovals, cross-hatches, etc. 
in the background areas. For im- 
printing elements of the designs dif- 
ferent kinds were employed: “Inte- 
gral Design Punches”’—with a com- 
plete design for the impress of the 
tool, as a diamond, a square, a leaf, 
a star, a thistle, etc. “Line Punches” 
—to make wiggles, parallels, curves, 
and to gouge a surface-slope. “Sur- 
face-forming Punches’—to make 
hollows and grooves and to accentu- 
ate the designs, horseshoe, hourglass, 
etc., ‘fi. e., in three dimensions, as 
distinct from mere outline, as in the 
other groups.” 

These facts, I trust, help us to un- 
derstand and appreciate more deci- 
sively a most notable period in the 
history of American industrial pro- 
duction. In those halycon days but- 
tons were buttons—of character and 
quality. 

This note regarding the work done 
at the Waterbury Button Company 
has been provided by W. F. Kaynor, 
President of that firm: “Hand chas- 


- ing in the former burnishing room 


was done by girls who used a reg- 
ular die sinker’s pad and block. Die 
was clamped into ‘block, and button 
shell was placed on die. The opera- 
tor was equipped with a die sinker’s 
hammer and numerous punches. She 
usually had a sample to go by and 
would select the proper punch to 
strike first the main design which 
required the larger punches; then 
the smaller punches to complete the 
design; then the still smaller ones to 
strike in the seeding or background.”

Commemorating 
100 Years of Calico 
Cloth Buttons 
1844-1944 


Buttons, as well as coins or stamps, 
have a place in the history of the 
world. And as button collecting ad- 
vances, certain buttons will come in 
for their share of anniversaries and 
celebrations. 

Button history proves that in 1844 
buttons were covered with diminutive 
figured calico patterns about the same 
size and of similar colors to the cali- 
co china buttons that we know so well 
today. It is recorded that calico china 
buttons appeared about 1849. Calico 
cloth for dresses was made as early 
as 1704 and it was comparable to silk 
for the fashionably dressed women. 

The calico cloth buttons were made 
in many different sizes and styles of 
print, and thay were quite cemmon. 
In 1844, one of the manufacturers 
of this type of button won a gold 
medal for his workmanship, according 
to the printed information on a card 
of the cloth calicoes. 

The cloth calicoes were impractical 
from the laundering standpoint and 
soon went practically off the market. 
The china calico type which appeared 
four years later was much more 
practical for it could be used and re- 
used and it stood repeated washings. 
These buttons were sold in cards, cut 
off in strips, just as the coil postage 
stamp.

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OLD SILVER 
MARKS 


ORE THAN 800 years ago the 
royal treasurer Of Henry I of 
England evolved a plan for lessening 
frauds in the precious metals trade. 
His test was the use of the touch- 
stone. 

The touchstone was a piece of jas- 
per (a colored or black opaque 
quartz, not the semi-precious jasper 
of Biblical times). A writer in 1667 
explains its use this way: In order 
to make a true touch on the touch- 
stone, you must rub your gold (or 
silver) steadily and very hard upon 
it, spreading the touch (or mark) no 
broader than the thickness of a crown 
piece. Continue to rub until the mark 
becomes like the metal with which 
you are rubbing. You must have a 
set of so called “touchneedles,” or 
samples of the quality of silver or 
gold you wish to identify. After wet- 
ting the touchstone mark with your 
tongue, find the “touch-needle” that 
matches the mark, and the specimen 
being tested will correspond in qual- 
ity to that needle. 

Modern methods of analysis and 
assay long ago superceded this crude 
testing process, but we still have the 
words “touchstone” and “touchmark,” 
though the latter‘ does not have “the 
sanction of our dictionaries. The use 
of the term, “touch,” is still common 
in reference to silver markings. 

In the early days of the fourteenth 
century Paris was famous for the 
purity of its gold. When the author- 
ity to assay precious metals in Eng- 
‘and was officially granted to the 
Goldsmiths’ Company of London, it 
was decided that no gold was to be 
below the grade or “the touch of 
Paris.” The Goldsmiths’ Company was 
empowered to enact rules for the 
making of silver. Every silversmith 
was required to use a particular mark 
of his own, a hall mark, so called as 
being authorized at Goldsmiths’ Hall, 
the headquarters of the Goldsmiths’ 
Company. However, any touch mark 
on old silver is a hall mark in the 
sense the term has come to be used. 

A standard was set for English sil- 
ver which was to be of “Sterling” 
grade, or not lower than the quality 
of the English coins. As to the origin- 


of the word, “sterling,” it is said 
that in the time of Richard I, a quan- 
tity of silver money was imported 
into England from Germany and its 
high quality gave great satisfaction. 
This resulted in demand that pay- 
ments of that time be made in num- 
mi easterling, that is, money of the 
quality of silver brought into Eng- 
land by the merchants called Easter- 
lings, as coming from eastern Ger- 
many. It was about 1350 that the 
“Ea” was dropped and “sterling” was 
first used to indicate high grade sil- 
ver. 

Early silver goods were made in 
all parts of England and there was 
a brisk trade in pieces not up to the 
standard set by the Goldsmiths’ Com- 
pany. Some makers covered tin so 
cleverly with silver as to be able to 
sell it for solid silver. Other adul- 
terations were numerous. It was fi- 
nally decreed that in every town 
where silversmiths worked, once each 
year two of their number should 
come up to London to have the lo- 
cal product assayed, approved and 
stamped with the leopard’s head which 
showed the product had been accepted 
by the Goldsmiths’ Hall. 

Thus the silversmith had been re- 
quired to stamp his silver with the 
leopard’s head mark if it were of ac- 
cepted standard ana approved. 

Then he was ordered to use a mark 
to identify himself as the maker. 
This was a symbol and such were 
animals, hearts, flowers, crosses or 
other devices of his choice. Presum- 
ably these marks were intended as a 
help to the illiterate in identifying 
products. Later some makers used the 
initial letters of Christian name and 
surname together. 

After the first quarter of the sev- 
enteenth century, beginning about 
1630, a third mark was used, a letter 
to represent the date of manufacture. 
The letters, beginning with “A,” 
went through the alphabet (excluding 
“J”) and each 20 years there was an

advance to the next letter in order. 
These date letters, however, cannot 
be relied upon as positive and exact 
date evidence, but only as approxi- 
mate. 

The Goldsmiths’ Company had an 
official stamp, required for London 
silver, a lion passant (typically a 
head in profile and the right foot 
raised, It was used beginning 1544. 

Then there was the duty mark 
punched on all English plate between 
1784 and 1890, required as evidence 
that the duty to the crown had been 
paid by the silversmith. This com- 
prised the profile head of the reign- 
ing sovereign. 

Different cities had different guild 
hall marks: as London, the leopard’s 
head; Exeter, a castle with three tow- 
ers; York, five lions on a cross; Shef- 
field, a crown; Birmingham, an an- 
chor; Chester, a sword between three 
wheat sheaves. 

Fraudulent use has sometimes been 
made of quality marks, by punching 
them out of a genuine piece of silver 
plate which is then caretully worked 
into the piece it is desired to sell for 
higher grade than it is. 

There seems to have been a strug- 
gle through the years long past be- 
tween the lawmakers and the makers 
of silver plate as to which could out- 
wit the other. As fast as new protec- 
tive laws were made to save the pub- 
lie from fraud, the artificers devised 
ways of outwitting the law. Just as 
there is always a race between the 
burglars and the burglar protection 
devices. 

The general law regarding gold 
said there was to be no gilding of 
copper, for example, to deceive. But 
fraud crept in and candlesticks, sword 
hilts, harness, etc., were gilded over 
base metals at great loss to unsus- 
pecting purchasers. Certain favor 
was shown in the case of the Church, 
in that Church ornaments might be 
gilded, though there must somewhere 
be a spot where the »aser metal was 
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allowed to show through “for to es- 
chew deceit,” as the foot of a figure 
might be left ungilded. Louis XI of 
France allowed silversmiths to make 
reliquaries of base metals for the 
Church but each must be stamped 
“Non venundetur,’ (not to be sold. 
These restrictions were later relaxed. 

The English law dealt hardly with 
offending fraudulent goldsmiths, They 
had their ears nailed to a pillory at 
Westminster or Cheapside and were 
later put in Fleet Prison. In Brussels 
the culprit was apt to have one ear 
nailed to a pillar and he was left to 
stay there until he was anxious 
enough to leave to be willing to walk 
off, leaving part of his ear behind 
him! 

Hall marks on silver offer gq cer- 
tain amount of security to buyers 
who are able to decipher the marks 
and estimate their meaning with the 
aid of such information as is to be 
found in reference books.

Now the dealer 
writes me she is returning clock be- 
cause the customer she ordered it for 
doesn’t like it because of defect which 
was plainly mentioned in HOBBIES’ 
ad. 

It is so unfair to return an article 
because one particular customer 
doesn’t like it. If I did that I would 
be returning almost everything. I 
missed all those sales on the clock 
just to send it to her. I may be wrong 
but I do think dealers should be fair 
with other dealers. I have heard so 





of the same thing. I think the prac- 
tice should be stopped. Many times 
I’ve ordered things for a customer 
and the customer doesn’t care for it. 
But out of fairness to the other 
dealer I keep the article and try to 
pip it to someone else.—Vieva Car-

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THE CITY of Limoges was in ex- 

istence before the Christian era. 
It continued to grow and prosper and 
became known in modern times for 
its importance as a center of china 
manufacturing and decorating. In 
1895 there were about forty potteries 
operating in this city. At night the 
burning furnaces with their bright 
flames reaching skyward made a 
scene of rare beauty. Their annual 
productions were estimated at three 
million dollars. About six thousand 
people were employed, over eight hun- 
dred of them being artists who dec- 
orated the china. 

A contemporary magazine gave the 
hours of the workers in the potteries 
in France during the 1890’s as being 
from. 6 A.M. to 7 P.M. six days 4 
week, including all day Saturday. The 
time allowed for meals-was from 8 to 
8:30, 12 to 1:30 and 4 to 4:30. 


Some of the ware at the potteries 
was decorated with chromo-litho- 
graphs and some was hand painted. 
Different firms followed different poli- 
cies regarding the decoration of their 
china. 


Most, if not all of these potteries, 
also made white china which was sold 
undecorated. An amusing and true 
incident which occurred a number of 
years ago concerns a piece of white 
Haviland china purchased by one 
amateur painter. On the back of the 
china were the initials CFH and 
GDM. After painting the plate, she 
took it to a studio to,,have it fired 
without noticing the printing on the 
back. When it was fired, and she had 
taken it home, she noticed the initials 
for the first time and was outraged 
when she discovered them to be those 
of the two women who owned the 
studio. She immediately took back the 
plate and demanded an explanation. 
It was an amusing coincidence to the 
owners of the kiln. They, of course, 
explained to their customer that the 
mark was printed on the white ware 
at the factory in Limoges, France. 
For this was one of the marks used

by the firm of Charles Field Havi- 
land. 

To understand the progression of 
marks used by this popular firm of 
potters at Limoges, one should go 
back in history to the year 1797 when 
the Alluaud factory or Casseaux 
Works was started in France by 
Francis Alluaud, whose granddaugh- 
ter married Charles Field Haviland 
in 1858. The mark used by the Al- 
luaud firm was an A E impressed 
in the clay. This mark was continued 
until 1868, or about ten years after 
Mr. Haviland married into the fam- 
ily; and at this time he became sole 
proprietor and director of the fac- 
tory. 

One mark used here from 1868 un- 
til at least 1898 was Ch. Field Havi- 
land, Limoges, arranged in a circle. 
This was used continuously while 
some other marks were introduced for 
a short time only. From 1868 to 1872 
the initials CFH in heavy Roman 
capitals were impressed in the clay. 
After 1872 the initials were printed 
in green under the glaze. This mark 
continued to be used for about ten 
years; but in 1881 when the Messrs. 
E. Gerard, Dufraisseix, and Morel 
succeeded as lessees their initials 
were added to Mr. Haviland’s and 
the mark became CFH/GDM, with a 
horizontal line between the two sets 
of initials. In 1891 when the McKin- 
ley bill became a law, the country of 
manufacture had to be added to goods 
exported to the United States. At this 
time the word France was added be- 
low the initials in a semi-circle. The 
firm of E. Gerard, Dufraisseix & 
Morel later became Gerard, Dufrais- 
seix & Cie.; and they were repre- 
sented in the United States by Ger- 
ard, Dufraisseix & Abbott. Mr. Morel 
retired in 1891. In 1898 the trade- 
mark became GDA/France, used only 
on the white or undecorated wares. 
Pieces decorated at the pottery were 
marked GDA/Limoges printed within 
a wreath. The GDA was for Gerard, 
Dufraisseix & Abbott. When the 
Limoges and New York firm consoli- 





dated in 1901 or 1902 the corporate 
title became Porcelaines G. D. A. Mr. 
Dufraisseix died in 1901, and the 
business was continued by Messrs. 
Gerard and Abbott. 


The interesting growth and devel- 
opment of Haviland and Company, an 
entirely different concern than the 
one mentioned above, was related by 
Mr. Frank Farrington in the May, 
1944 HOBBIES. Their decorating and 
manufacturing company was estab- 
lished about the middle of the last 
century. They used the mark H & Co/ 
L with France in a semi-circle below 
on the white undecorated china, and 
Haviland & Co., Limoges on pieces 
decorated by the firm. Another mark 
was H & Co/ Depose. 

A third company with a similar 
name was that of Theodore Haviland, 
in business after 1892. The mark used 
by this firm was Theodore Haviland, 
Limoges, France, or Porcelaine, Theo. 
Haviland, Limoges, France. 

The Ahrenfeldt factory at Limo- 
ges was organized in 1884 and be- 
gan the manufacture of china two 
years later. Their decorated wares 
are recognized by the name on them, 
C. Ahrenfeldt, Limoges. Their white 
wares had the trademark France, De- 
pose, with the monogram C A be- 
tween. 

Another Limoges manufacturer was 
M. Redon whose business was estab- 
lished in 1853. The white pieces were 
distinguished by the mark M R, but 
those decorated at the pottery had 
printed on them the name M. Redon, 
Limoges arranged in a circle. 

A. Lanternier, Limoges began the 
manufacture of china in 1885, suc- 
ceeding his father who had been con- 
ducting a decorating business. Lan- 
ternier china was of very good qual- 
ity and was beautifully decorated. 

The Elite Works, Limoges was 
owned and operated by Bawo & Dot- 
ter, New York. This firm was or- 
ganized in the United States in the 
early sixties, and they imported Limo- 
ges china from several different pot- 
ters for resale in this country. Mr. 
Dotter retired from the business in 
1888. In 1872 the company built their 
own decorating studio at Limoges

The 
amount of hand painting on the china 
decided its price, and these fish and 
game services ranged from twelve 
dollars up to one hundred dollars per 
set. The earlier mark of this com- 
pany was Elite, Limoges, France 
while a later mark had the word 
Works added to the Elite. Their mark 
included a man’s face in a frame and 
the initials S and M above the head 
at the right and left. 

The mark of R. Laporte at Limo- 
ges was an outline of a dainty but- 
terfly with the following initials be- 
low it, RL/L. Martin Freres or 
Brothers used a monogram of a capi- 
tal M and C intertwined, with the 
word France above and Depose be- 
low. Depose means registered or pat- 
ented. Another mark of the Martin 
Brothers was a flying bird with two 
ribbons on which was printed Limo- 
ges, France. 

There were numerous other potter- 
ies at Limoges, but those mentioned 
above are probably the best known in 
the United States.

(1810-1850) 


was published in 1938. It contains all 

of the historical series by the most 
important potters and many decorative 
series.

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We are receiving many inquiries 
now as to whether we can take gift 
subscriptions this year. We will con- 
tinue to take a few more but they 
must come direct, at the regular 
price of $2.50. We are right up to 
our paper quota and must be careful 
not to take too many. 

We have just learned that instead 
of taking the 10% paper cut for the 
last quarter of this year, publishers 
have agreed to reduce their inven- 
tory to a 45 day supply. That will 
not change our status because we are 
already down to a 45 day supply and 
believe us we are depending on the 
war ending in the next few months. 
It is our intention to keep up the 
standard size of the magazine and 
not cut down the number of pages 
as many magazines are doing, but to 
do that and to absorb the constantly 
increasing costs we must insist that 
all subscriptions come direct. Some 
people write us that they left a sub- 
scription at a department store and 
naturally it did not reach us. They 
got their money back, but after some 
delay. 

Others write us that some old lady 
in town took their_ subscriptions. 
That old lady knew very well she 
was not authorized to act as our 
agent. Some assume that just be- 
cause they are agents for a half doz- 
en magazines they can take subscrip- 
tions for any magazine. They just 
have a lot of nerve. There are lots 
of magazines devoted to a certain 
class of people who will accept sub- 
scriptions only where they are sent 
direct. Assuming that HOBBIES has 
40,000 subscribers at $2.50 a year, 
you can readily see if we give 50c 
commission to agents we are depriv- 
ing ourselves of $20,000 revenue a 
year. The subscriber would be much 
wiser giving HOBBIES that revenue 
and let us use it to produce a larger 
magazine, more color, more illustra- 
tions, better articles, etc. That is 
what we aim to do after the war. 

If you would only realize how 
much better a magazine we could 
give you if we got this extra 50c in- 
stead of some local agent, you would 
only too willingly send your subscrip- 
tion direct. Now, while we are short 
of paper, we of course have no 
trouble in enforcing this rule strict- 
ly, but it is our intention after the 
war to continue this policy and with 
that additional revenue we can give 
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you a much more attractive magazine. 
In fact, we can make HOBBIES so in- 
teresting and colorful that the sub- 
scriber will be only too glad to pay 
his subscription fee direct rather 
than to try to do a favor to some 
local person acting entirely without 
authority. 

Why do you have to go to a de- 
partment store to leave your sub- 
scription to HoBBIES? Can’t you just 
as well write a letter yourself and 
send your check? Isn’t it really less 
trouble ? 

Every publisher has a different 
problem. Some of the larger publish- 
ers are willing to give agents com- 
missions because they make up the 
loss by charging a huge advertising 
rate. We do not do that. We have 
about the identical circulation, for 
instance, as the Billboard, which gets 
$350 a page. Our average page rate 
is about $125. If our rate was too 
high our advertisers could not afford 
to use the space because they have 
only one or two, or a few of each 
item to sell. If they advertise in a 
magazine catering to modern mer- 
chandise they can sell dozens or 
hundreds ana thus afford a higher 
rate. 

An automobile manufacturer can 
well afford to pay $7,000 a page in 
the Saturday Evening Post because 
he is creating consumer’ demand for 
his hundreds of dealers. No antique 
dealer could afford to pay national 
magazine rates. Therefore we must 
face our peculiar problem by keeping 
the rate down to what the advertiser 
can afford to pay and ask the sub- 
scriber to help to the small extent 


of sending his subscription direct. 
—O— 


President Washington voluntarily 
retired from public office after two 
terms. It took a big man to do it. 
We cannot think of a case in history 
previous to this instance where a 
man in his position gave up power. 
Had he not done so he would have 
become just another Latin-American 
dictator and gone down in history as 
a small potato. Had he held onto the 
office until death or revolution, we 
would have had but a handful of 
presidents in our history and a con- 
stant struggle to get rid of whom- 
ever seized power thru typical Latin 
“army” elections. 

Suppose Jefferson had not fol- 
lowed his example. Does anyone think 
that memorial in the National capital 
would stand in his honor today? He 
would have gone down as just an- 
other small-bore dictator. Madison 
gave up the office after two terms. 
He carried on the example. Monroe 
likewise had nothing to fear. He saw 
no reason why he should not give up 
the office to a successor. And then 
came Jackson, one of our greatest 
national figures. He fought the most 
powerful interests in existence at the 
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time. He made more enemies than 
any man who had been president up 
to that time, but he did not fear to 
leave the office. Grant stepped out 
after two terms. There was talk at 
the time of irregularities in which 
Grant was personally interested from 
a money-making standpoint. But 
Grant apparently felt no twinge of 
conscience. 

Why any man would want to hold 
onto this office, in spite of apparent 
physical disability, is more than the 
average citizen can understand. All 
this will come out some day and it 
may be embarrassing to a compara- 
tively small percentage of voters who 
might, in spite of precedent and 
sacred tradition, favor a fourth term 


conscientiously.

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NEWS FROM WASHINGTON 


WO NEW special-delivery stamps, 
in 13-cent and 17-cent denomina- 
tions, were placed on sale for the 
first time October 30 at Washington, 
D.C., Post Office.

The parcels may not exceed four 
pounds in weight and are to be sent 
at the risk of the sender. No regis- 
tration or insurance service is avail- 
able. 

The provinces to which the service 
is available are: Kansu, Kwangsi, 
Kweichow, Ningsia, Shensi, Sikang, 
Sinkiang, Szechuan, and Tsinghai. 

The fullowing rates have been es- 
tablished for the various divisions of 
weight: 1 pound, 68c; 2 pounds, 82c:

Shipments will be allowed to the 
extent of three 4-pound parcels in 
any one week from the same sender 
to the same addressee. The parcels 
are subject to the licensing require- 
ments of the Foreign Economic Ad- 
ministration.

Changes in fees for money orders, 
insured and collect-on-delivery mail, 
and special delivery service, author- 
ized by new legislation, are expected 
to place all Postal special services on 
a self-sustaining basis, according to 
Postmaster General Frank C, Walker. 

The new postal note, with its 5 
cent rate for a simplified form of 
money orders for amounts from 1 
cent to $10 will make possible sav- 
ings in the issue and payment of a 
large proportion of the money order 
volume. This makes it possible to re- 
duce the fees for the traditional form 
of money orders to the level which 
existed prior to March 26 when the 
Revenue Act of 1943 became effective.

It Carries the Mail 


For many years the trade, and 
others have pushed the idea of using 
“stamps of philatelic interest” on our 
mail. A good idea. But, as long as 
stamps can be used for dues, small 
payments and such, the available 
stamps sent to mailers usually are the 
off centers, the straight edges, and 
the torn or otherwise not really col- 
lectible items in purchased material. 
That mean the Post Office department 
doesn’t play favorites, and you get 
them as they fall. You also select 
the good ones and the creditors get 
the poor items or they at once are used 
for mailing. 

And then some dealer, or collector 
gets a straight edge. And you get a 
letter “why don’t you be careful and 
decent and send your mail to phila- 
telic correspondents with collectible 
items of philatelic interest? Why not? 
Well, you guess, and if you want well 
centered and all that, use the Phila- 
telic Agency, that is what it is for. 
Also, You'll click maybe 98%. 

But someone has to use the bum 
stuff, so why kick, it carries mail. 


Vatican City and Others 


Inquiries as to “how to get” stamps 
like, for example, those of Vatican 
City and some of the other mail un- 
reachable points, are very common. 
More now that ever before. Seems 
sort of silly to have to repeat that the 
neutral spots will eventually be able 
to unload their accumulations of used 
and mint, and that until then, it is 
necessary to depend on the current 
stocks held in this hemisphere, or 
outside of Allies rulings about sales 
that will benefit the enemy. 

Just why the Vatican should be in 
the eye of many is easy also it is the 
result of publicity as well as religious 
inclination. But when the mint issues 
in stock here are exhausted, you will 
wait till the fuss is over for more. 
Similarly other neutral spots and 
even some that would seem to be 
available because of location. 

On the other hand, spots like New 
Zealand and Australia started with

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small issues and some of these were 
almost exhausted before the influx of 
casualties, and stationed ground men 
and supply depot men raided the 
dealers. 

So again the stocks of mint items 
are becoming depleted long before the 
real “to come” demand is started. 
Australians 

Maybe the real reluctance to collect 
Australian States prior to the 1913 
consolidation of the colonies, is the 
involved watermarking, the difficulty 
of getting even a sample of some types 
and the catalog prices. Agreeing that 
some of the yellow items, are difficult, 
and that the average of the watermark 
and paper varieties are almost un- 
obtainable in dealer stocks, still this 
elusiveness should make a real collect- 
or perk up and hunt. Indeed, elusive- 
ness is the thing that makes most 
collectors even more than insistent. 

But, the place to look for these 
issues (meaning prior to 1900 or 1913 
if you are interested only in the Com- 
monwealth as a single title) is in 
old collections. 

And, you’d be surprised to know 
how many such are still to be found. 
One ex-service man writes: 

“This is a small town, every one 
knows every one else, so when the 
folks found I was rockin’ chair bound 
and needed stamps, I got chances at 
four old (19th century) collections 
and my Australian Colonies are now 
really something beside blank spaces- 
and most of them gifts. All it needed 
was a start, and folks are very kind 
to me. Thank you a lot for suggesting 
it.” I didn’t do much, just wrote the 
local J. P. who happened to be an 
old friend. 


Right here let me mention that in 
those old Australian Colonies are the 
most varied and the worst drawn 
effigies of Victoria that were ever 
got together. Intended to honor, they 
in some cases, actually caricaturize the 
greatest and most pictured Sovereign, 
actually the one to whom adhesive 
stamps are due. 

By the way, such men as this ex- 
service man will appreciate your old 
catalogue when you get the new copy. 
You won’t miss the old one, no mat- 
ter if you think you will. Let it work 
and aid. You'll enjoy the thought 
that it is helping a deserving service 
man’s helpless hours. They are pretty 
tough, even though he has relatives, 
a place to eat and sleep and surcease 
in a measure, from nerve tearing 
sounds and sights.

South American Items 


What with all this talk about the 
Pan-American doings and the Argen- 
tinian troubles, we have neglected a 
lot of South American items. Not- 
ably the Argentines, overprinted with 
the Departmental initials. Page 452, 
of the current “Encyclopaedia” has 
this series laid out well, and some 
very, very fancy prices appended to 
some of the high values. Also a ma- 
terial difference as to the Depart- 
mental overprint. But the prices do 
not state use or nonuse. The real in- 
terest is in getting used, but some 
just don’t seem to come that way. So, 
the getting is a matter of supply and 
knowledge of issue quantities and 
even maybe some study of why this 
or that Department used or did not 
use. And that study will be harder, 
more expensive and more difficult as 
time goes on. If the domestic sources 
get into a shooting mess, you will 
have your troubles tripled. And this 
is just one of the South American, 
or Pan American, hard spots. 


Believe it or not, the issues of our 
co-hemisphere continent will bear 
study, purchase and your major in- 
terest. Even you could get some in- 
formation from foreign printed cata- 
logs and local dealers’ lists. Most of 
them welcome inquiry, and aid really 
interested collectors. 

Postmarks 


Someone’s question as to “decipher- 
ing postmark city names” is worth 
mention. “There is no really complete 
listing of the post office towns in 
many countries. Take New Guinea 
and Papua, North Borneo and the 
“shared” islands, or Brazil and the 
West Coast countries and you'll skip 
part in any current gazetteer.” 

So you want to find the others? 
Heilprin (Lippincott) has most. Next 
any good European printed Atlas 
(London Times is best) and then 
such lists as the British Official List, 
and the Dutch issue similarly cover- 
ing outland posts and consulates. 


All needs study, and time, but most 
public libraries have one if not all 
of these. Next Brittanica, and then 
the most recent edition of the Ameri- 
can Encyclopaedia. 


But every place shown on the maps 
does not have a self postmark. And 
every postmark is not permanent in 
the areas where offices are set up dur- 
ing seasonable periods, or for unus- 
ual events, like a gold rush or an oil 
field exploitation. 

Even this difficulty serves to inter- 
est some, but not the ones who pre- 
fer unused (mint) items. To students 
of geographical locations and world 
business, it means much more.

News of the Month 


and Comment

HEN the 28th edition of the Mit- 

chell-Hoover Bureau Precancel 
Catalog was reviewed in HOBBIES we 
neglected to mention that, for the 
first time, a quotation of $1,000.00 
was reached for a precancel. An “A” 
copy of the 1%c Liberty, Mo. coil 
(B102) is listed at $1,000.00. And to 
think we had, at one time, a copy 
of this stamp that would be consid- 
ered in “A” condition! It cost us 30c, 
if we recall correctly, and was in a 
coil collection we sold to Prof. Gam- 
ber, secretary of the Precancel Stamp 
Society. He already had a copy of 
this stamp in his collection but the 
one in our collection was better so 
he kept ours and disposed of the one 
he had. He got something less than 
$10.00 for it but that was a fair price 
at that time. 


000 

Since the 28th edition of the Bu- 
reau Catalog was issued in July 
there have been issued, at the time 
this is written—Sept. 25th, 34 new 
Bureaus. Included are three new Bu- 
reau-issuing cities; Anaheim, Calif., 
West Palm Beach, Fla.; Okmulgee, 
Okla. Berea, Ohio, has come out in 
B-11 type on the 1c Presidential coil; 
its first Bureau since using the 1c 
and 1%c in the large type. Chicago 
and Kansas City have appeared on 
the 18c denomination and Los Angel- 
es and Atlanta on the 24c. 


000 

Occasionally someone tells us he is 
tempted to start a little collection of 
precancels on the side and asks us 
what group would we suggest. Here’s 
some data that may contain a hint: 

A tabulation of listings in the re- 
cently issued Official Bureau Catalog 
shows there to be 362 varieties of 
Bureau precancels on the three 
stamps of the National Defense se- 
ries and 45 varieties of the Offense 
series. The first series of Bureaus, 
which we always refer to as_ the 
“large types” and which have long 
been obsolete consisted of 1,142 va- 
rieties. The B-11 and B-13 types on 
the 1923 series—we call them the old 
small types — consisted of 2,018 
stamps. The Presidentials number 
1,526 items with new ones coming 
out all the time. 

If you think you might prefer to 
collect some group of city-types, you 
will find collecting a state, probably 
the one in which you live or the one 
in which you were born, is a popular 
plan and quite satisfactory. 

Another group that is pleasing is 
that of the Double Line Electros. 
This is a group extensive enough to 
keep you occupied for a long time 
but not so large as to prove arduous. 

DLE’s have many points in their 


favor. The precancellations are the 
prettiest, as a group, of any in ex- 
istence. They are found on all issues 
from 1922 to date and including the 
dollar denominations. There is even 
a stamp or two of the 1917 issue with 
the DLE precancel. In addition to the 
regular issue and the Presidential, 
Defense and Offense issues, they are 
found on the Bicentennials and most 
other commemoratives, on special de- 
liveries and special handling stamps, 
on dues and on airmail stamps. Such 
an extensive variety precludes any 
monotony in a collection of Double 
Line Electros. 

There have been specialized DLE 
catalogs published in the past and, 
when the war is over, it is likely 
that such catalogs again will be pub- 
lished.

NUMISMATIC THOUGHTS 


By FRANK C. ROSS 


Nick-Names 


ANY MONETARY terms have re- 

ceived nick-names, such as hard 
money, soft money, cart-wheels, jit- 
neys, shin-plasters, etc. The most fa- 
miliar term is no doubt “dough” for 
money, perhaps because it is the most 
appropriate: we knead the dough and 
we need the money. The natives over 
there probably account for our “dough 
boys” by the boys always being “in the 
dough,” they being the best paid sol- 
diers in the world. That assumption 
would be perfectly natural, but our 
endearing term for our fighting men, 
‘“‘dough-boy,” did not have a mone- 
tary or numismatic origin. Theodore 
C. Alford, Washington correspondent, 
tells us “The infantrymen gained its 
title of doughboy in the Revolution- 
ary war because it received a daily 
issue of doughy bread.” 


While on the subject, we speak of 
Uncle Sam’s money and John Bull’s 
money. We are familiar with the or- 
igin of “Uncle Sam”, but what about 
“John Bull”? Frank Colby in “Take 
My Word For It,” says: “John Bull” 
for England grew out of a fictitious 
and satirical book, “The History of 
John Bull,” published by Arbuthnot, 
British author and physician, in 1712. 
The main character, John Bull, was 
represented as the typical English- 
man. 


The tracing of the origin and the 
reason for the various monetary 
nicknames is one of the most inter- 
esting of the phases of numismatic 
research and study. 


Say It In Verse 


Assistant keeper of coins, British 
Museum, Barclay V. Head, in Ameri- 
can Journal of Numismatics, 1884, 
tells of an ancient Sicilian coin of 
Agrigentum on which two eagles are 
seen on a rocky height, the one 
screaming with uplifted head, the 
other with raised wings and head 
stretched downwards. The two birds 
stand side by side on the dead body 
of a hare, which they are about to 
tear in pieces. As a coin type such. 
a subject seems hard to explain, as 


it perhaps refers to some local myth 
long lost. 

Aeschylus, a famous Greek drama- 
tist, 525-456 B. C., in his Agamem- 
non makes a reference to the legend 
in verse: 


On jofey station, manifest to 


sight, 

The bird kings to the navy kings 
appear, 

One black, and one with ‘hinder 
plumage white, 

A hare with embryo young in 
evil hour 


Amerced of future courses they 
devour. 





Approximation Difficulties 

As a general rule coin prices are 
based on rarity, and rarity on num- 
ber struck. But there are exceptions 
to this rule, especially among our 
early coins. It must be confusing to 
the many new collectors to under- 
stand why in some instances a coin 
with a large mintage is classified as 
rare, and a coin of the same denom- 
ination and practically the same age 
with a much smaller mintage is 
classed as only scarce. Take a con- 
crete example: The 1846 dime with 
only 31,300 mintage is usually class- 
ified scarce and priced at about $1.50; 
while an 1844 dime, practically the 
same age, with 72,500 mintage is 
classified rare and priced around $4. 

The collector has his statistical 
book, compiled from government rec- 
ords, to go by in computing the rel- 
ative scarcity of a coin or the com- 
parative scarcity of several coins. In

approximating, if the statistical book 
is numismatically misleading, al- 
though correct as to government re- 
quirements, the answer will be 
wrong. The government records quote 
the number of coins struck during a 
certain year, but this does not neces- 
sarily mean in our early coinage that 
all of the coins struck in that year 
bear the date of the year in which 
struck. 


The number of coins struck, not the 
dates on the coins, was the essence. 
Take a supposition case: In 1818 we 
will assume the Mint struck 50,000 of 
a certain coin; early in 1819 the Mint 
began coining the same coin but per- 
haps the new die for 1819 was not yet 
prepared and the 1818 die was used for 
the 1819 coins for awhile. The record 
for 1819 might show that 40,000 of the 
denomination was struck that year, 
but it does not show how many of 
them were struck from the 1818 die, 
thus throwing both dates off balance. 


Other things must be taken into 
consideration. Government records 
show 19,570 silver dollars struck in 
1804, yet not more than six of them 
are known to be now in existence; 
some claim that most of this issue 
was sent abroad and got lost in the 
shuffle. This could have also hap- 
pened to other issues. And too, if 
only a small number of coins of 
one issue are placed in circulation, 
and the ones left in the vaults are 
afterwards melted, this would upset 
calculations. 


Bermoothes 


“The still vexed Bermooths,” from 
Shakespeare’s Tempest, refers to the 
Bermuda Islands, the scene of the 
play. Familiar indeed is the Som- 
mers Island (Bermuda) coin with a 
hog pictured on one side, and known 
as “hog money.” And well known is 
the story of the hogs saving from 
starvation the crew of Sir George 
Somers, an English mariner, when 
his ship was wrecked on the islands 
in 1609. But the story behind the 
story is how the hogs happened to 
be on this far distant speck of land. 


In 1522 Juan Bermudez, a Span- 
ish navigator, with a cargo of hogs 
on a voyage from Spain to Cuba, was 
ship-wrecked at these very same 
islands. Bermudez and his entire 
crew were lost, but many of the 
hogs swam safely to shore. The hogs 
multiplied and _ replenished the 
islands; being on their own they had 
to grub for a living; in a short time 
they became wild and voracious. It 
was upon the meat from these wild 
hogs that Somers and his crew sub- 
sisted for several months, saved 
from death by starvation. Unlike the 
legendary story of Remus and Rom- 
ulus who were succored by a wolf, 
the story of Somers and his saviors

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Recollections of An Old Collector 
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By THOMAS L. ELDER 


Big-Time Coia Stuff 


A RECENT jaunt over several 
states I learned some interesting 
news. First I telked with some collec- 
tors who had attended the recent 
Chicago Convention. One man told 
me he had sold $4,000 worth of coins 
there. 

But the most interesting piece of 
news had not to do with the con- 
vention but with three private gold 
coins. Some years ago a_ party 
showed me a Cincinnati Mining & 
Trading Co. $10 gold piece. This 
piece later sold for $3,000, a “nifty 
sum of money for any gold coin. At 
the same time I was shown a $10 
Templeton Reid gold coin. This also 
brought $3,000. A Templeton Reid 
$25 coin in copper was sold for 
$1,500. It is believed a specimen of 
this unique coin in gold is hovering 
in eastern Pennsylvania. When that 
one comes onto the market, if it ever 
does, a $10,000 price might be ex- 
pected. 

One dealer tells me he is unable 
to buy any uncirculated gold dollar 
today for less than five dollars. At 
the convention these sold for $7.50 
without many being seen or offered, 
while any old gold dollar sold for 
five dollars in only fine shape.

Recently issued European coin cir- 
culars show clearly the sharp ad- 
vances which are going on, in coin 
dealer circles in places like London, 
Geneva and Buenos Aires — $200 to 
$250 per coin is asked for old five 
guinea pieces. Any foreign gold coin 
of $20 size sells for $85 to $100. 

Senator Scrugham of Nevada has 
introduced a bill to make it legal to 
export gold at $58 per ounce, the 
price being paid for gold in those 
cities, which is indeed far above the 
$35 per ounce the U. S. pays at this 
time. Representative Engel of Cali- 
fornia has introduced a similar bill 
in the House. These facts will not 


hurt the value of collectors’ gold 
coins. 
Rarity of the 1877 
and 1908 S Cents 
Only 852,500 small cents were 


coined in 1877. Uncirculated ones are 
held today at $35, proofs at $40 or 
more. I believe the 1908S mint In- 
dian cent will be as rare some day. 
Only 1,115,000 struck and most of 
these coins got into circulation, badly 
worn, completely worn out or lost. 
Those remaining are in collectors’ 
hands, the number of which is sure- 
ly under 25,000 or below 5% of the 
total issue. In my opinion, this coin 
is not listed for enough money, nor 
is the 1909 S Lincoln with V. D. B., 
which is almost as rare a coin as 
the 1909S mint Indian head cent, 
listed at $20, uncirculated. The 1931 
S. mint cent is also selling far be- 
low its value, considering that it had 
only 866,000 struck, hardly more than 
the number struck in 1877. Some 
day collectors will be glad to get 
either of these coins in any condi- 
tion, so scarce will they have be- 
come. Less than two millions were 
coined of the 1909 S. Lincoln with 
plain reverse. The 1914 D is an- 
other rare bird, with about the same 
number coined as the 1908 S. Indian 
head. The circulated ones have gone 
up slowly in price, but there is a 
general demand for this coin today, 
which is bound to send the price up. 
Some proof Indian head cents are 
quite rare; all are scarce. The 1909 
S. Lincoln with V. D.B. will become 
about twice as rare as the 1908 S. 
mint Indian head, while only 309,000

HUN TIN G HENTY 


By JOHN LAKMORD WAYNE 


(oe ALFRED Henty has been 

dead for several years, but it 
seems he will not be forgotten. Frank- 
lin P. Adams in his column in the 
New York Post animadverted, not so 
long ago, on the books of Henty and 
he received many letters from men 
who had read the books of that au- 
thor in their youth. Henty had al- 
ready gone west when the writer of 
this article was able to read but his 
historical novels were then to be 
found in all the public libraries, in 
the children’s section. That was in 
the days before the great war. Later 
we collected Henty ana found much 
amusement and instruction in reread- 
ing his works. 

G. A. Henty, English war corre- 
spondent and author, was born at 
Trumpington, near Cambridge, Eng- 
land, in 1832. He was educated at 
Westminster School and Caius Col- 
lege, Cambridge. Henty served in the 
Purveyor’s department in the Crimea 
and later served with that depart- 
ment in England and Ireland. He lat- 
er became a journalist with the Lon- 
don Standard, He was special corre- 
spondent in the Austro-Italian war 
of 1866 during whicn he accompanied 
Garibaldi in his Tirolese campaign. 
He followed Lord Napier through the 
mountain gorges of Magdala, and 
Lord Wolseley across bush and swamp 
to Kumasi. Then he reported the 
Franco-Prussian war, starving m 
Paris during the siege of the Com- 
mune. Next he roughed it in the Pyre- 
nees during the Carlist insurrection. 
He was in Russian Siberia at the 
time of the Khiva expedition, and 
later saw the desperate hand-to-hand

fighting of the Turks in the Serbian 
war. 

Henty found his real vocation in 
middle-life, when he began to write 
excellent books of adventure for boys, 
many of which had an excellent his- 
torical background. His first boy’s 
beok “Out on the Pampas” dates from 
1868; the last twv, posthumously 
published, were “With Kitchener to 
the Sudan” (1903), and “With the 
Allies to Pekin,” (1904). 

Henty died on board his yacht in 
Weymouth harbor on November 16, 
1902. 

Among the 80 oaa books by this 
author the following are considered 
the cream of the crop. “Bonnie 
Prince Charlie’; A Tale of Fontenoy 
and Culloden, is a tale of the ad- 
ventures of the son of a Scotch offi- 
cer in French service. The boy, 
brought up by a Glasgow bailie, is ar- 
rested for aiding a Jacobite agent, 
escapes, is wrecked on the French 
coast, reaches Paris, and serves with 
the French army at Dettingen. He 
kills his father’s foe in a duel, and 
escaping to the coast, shares the ad- 
ventures of Prince Charlie, but final- 
ly settles happily in Scotland. Our 
copy is illustrated by Gordon Browne. 
Ronald, the hero, is very like the 
hero of Scott’s “Quentin Durward.” 

“With Clive in India;” or, the Be- 
ginnings of an Empire, 1s a book in 
which Henty has taken a period of 
Indian history of the most vital im- 
portance, and he has embroidered on 
the historical facts a story which of 
itself is deeply interesting. The 
period between the landing of Clive 
as a young writer in India and the 
close of his career was critical and 
eventful in the extreme, At its com- 
mencement the English were traders 
existing on sufferance of the native 
princes. At its close they were mas- 
ters of Bengal and of the greater 


part of Southern India. Henty has . 


given a full and accurate account of 
the events of that stirring time, and 
battles and sieges follow each other 
in rapid succession, while he com- 
bines with his narrative a tale of dar- 
ing and adventure, which gives a life- 
like interest to the vofume. 

“With Lee in Virginia:” a Story 
of the American Civil War, is one of 
Henty’s best stories.

John Wesley Gray, the author, has 
long been a lover of this most roman- 
tic of all the precious stones.

“The Dragon and the Raven;” or, 
The Days of King Alfred, is the 
story of the fierce struggle between 
Saxon and Dane for supremacy in 
England, and presents a vivid pic- 
ture of the misery and ruin to which 
the country was reduced by the rav- 
ages of the sea-wolves. The hero, a 
young Saxon thane, takes part in all 
the battles fought by King Alfred. 
He is driven from his home, takes to 
the sea and resists the Danes on 
their own element, and being pursued 
by them up the Seine, is present at 
the long and desperate siege of Paris. 

“In Freedom’s Cause:” g Story of 
Wallace and Bruce, is a story in 
which Henty relates the stirring tale 
of the Scottish war of independence. 
It is written in the author’s best 
style, full of the wildest and most re- 
markable achievements, which the 
reader will not willingly set aside un- 
til the last page is reached. The ex- 
traordinary valor and personal prow- 
ess of Wallace ana Bruce rival the 
deeds of the mythical heroes of chiv- 
alry, and indeed at one time Wallace 
was ranked with these legendary per- 
sons. The hero of the tale fought un- 
der both Wallace and Bruce. 


“The Lion of the North:” a Tale 
of Gustavus Adolphus and the Wars 
of Religion, is a clever and instruc- 
tive piece of history in which Henty 
gives an account of the first part of 
the Thirty Years’ War. The issue had 
its importance, which has extended 
up until recent times, as it estab- 
lished religious freedom in Germany. 
The army of the chivalrous king of 
Sweden had many Scotchmen, and 
among these was the hero of the 
story. 

“True to the Old Flag:” a Tale of 
the American War of Independence, 
is a story that does justice to the 
pluck and determination of the Brit- 
ish soldiers during the struggle 
against American emancipation. The 
son of an American loyalist, who re- 
mains true to the old flag, falls 
among the hostile redskins in the Hu- 
ron country. 

“The Lion of St. Mark:” a Tale 
of Venice in the Fourteenth Century, 
is a story of Venice when her strength 
was put to the severest test. It is 
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one of Henty’s best in which the 
hero displays a fine sense and manli- 
ness which carry him safely through 
an atmosphere of intrigue, crime, and 
bloodshed. He contributes largely to 
the victories of the Venettans at 
Porto D’Anzo and Chioggia, and fi- 
nally wins the hand of the daughter 
of one of the chief men of Venice. 

“Under Drake’s Flag:” a Tale of 
the Spanish Main, is a story of the 
days when England and Spain strug- 
gled for the supremacy of the sea. 
The heroes sail as lads with Drake 
in the Pacific expedition and circum- 
navigate the world. The heroes meet 
with experience enough to turn their 
hair gray.

On August 8, 1854, 
Daniel B. Wesson patented the so- 
called “self-propelled” bullet. The 
writer has one of these bullets made 
by the Voleanic Arms Company, New 
Haven, Conn. The accompanying pic- 
ture shows what the bullet looks like. 
The drawing shows a section through 
such a bullet. The bullet is about .41 
caliber and was made for use in the 
Voleanice repeating rifle. The charge 
of powder was “set off” by the ful- 
minate cap in the base of the bullet. 
The exploding powder propelled the 
bullet much as does the charge in a 
modern “rocket,” but did not continue 
much after the bullet left the gun. 

The patent apparently was issued 
a hundred years before it could be 
appreciated.

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“TEN DAYS IN MEXICO” 
Modern Mexico Digs Up Its Past 


By ALLEN BROWN 


T NEARLY the heart of Mexico 

City (Aztec, Tenochitlan) a site is 
being excavated. This site is of un- 
usual archaeological interest because 
it proves the theory of how the 
temples, idols, etc., of Moctezuma’s 
great capitol of the Aztec nation was 
destroyed by Cortez’s Spanish con- 
querors. 

While this excavation is of small 
extent, it is-conceded that the entire 
area of the Zocalo and the adjacent 
area are built on the ruins of these 
temples, etc., which were all about

the opposite side of the Zocalo stands 
the Metropolitan Cathedral, which 
was started in 1572, and was built 
on the ruins of Aztec temples. Today 
this Cathedral is the largest and 
finest religious building in the West- 
ern hemisphere. Incidentally, engin- 
eers are working on the foundations 
of this cathedral today, putting in 
new concrete walls and reinforcing 
old walls. These repairs were neces- 
sary because of the poor foundation 
which was based upon the old Aztec

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ruins. Many of the stones of the Az- 
tec temple were used in the walls of 
this cathedral at the time it was 
built. 

In this small area being investi- 
gated, part of which extends out and 
under the sidewalk and pavement of 
the street as far as safety will per- 
mit, (see Fig. 1), many archaelogical 
wonders have been found. These stat- 
ues, idols, etc., are now exhibited on 
the lot above and in situ. 

Around the area of the Zocalo, and 
in the immediate neighborhood, are 
numerous old buildings dating back 
to the time of Colonial Mexico. The 
fine old National Museum, where the 
great Aztec calendar stone is on dis- 
play is only a block east of the Zo- 
calo. As you might guess this mu- 
seum has more and the finest of all 
the relics found in Latin America, if 
not in all of the world. 

North of Mexico City at Tula, a 
most unusual site is being excavated. 
This site, after intensive study, 
proved to be Toltec; and from the 
evidence it would seem to have been 
destroyed in pre-Spanish times, pos- 
sibly by the Aztec invaders. Tula in 
ancient Mexican history was known 
as the “City of Jade and Silver.” It 
was a rich center of religious activi- 
ties long before the Aztec culture 
absorbed that of adjacent centers. 

Fig. 2 shows one of the largest 
stone figures uncovered at Tula. It 
is that of a full dressed war god. 

Fig. 3 (top) shows the carved base 
of a Pyramid which is being restored. 
Fig. 3 (left) shows part of the area 
excavated. Fig. 3 (right) shows the 
back view of another reset figure. 
(Note that these figures are not mon- 
olithic, but are composed of three 
sections, having a socket and pin in- 
terlocking at each joint.) 

Several years more work will be 
done on this site by Dr. Alphonso 
Caso and his staff before the job is 
completed. 

The Pyramid of the Sun is almost 
entirely restored at present, as well 
s “La Cuidadella” which is a huge 
ceremonial area containing Temples, 
smaller pyramids, stairways, courts, 
etc. 

The Pyramid of the Moon is still 
in an unrestored condition—the outer 
stone paved surface is in disarray, 
yet the mass of the structure is 
whole and stands out nearly as large 
as the Pyramid of the Sun. 

It is astounding what one can see 
of an archaeological nature in a short 
time of ‘‘Ten days in Mexico” not to 
mention mountains, night clubs, bull 
fights, Indian markets, fiestas, etc. 

“Viya con Dios” 
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Notes on the Arequipa of South America. 


RS. CARLETON W. Washburne, 
wife of the world-famous super- 
intendent of the Winnetka, IIl., Pub- 
lic Schools, has recently been travel- 
ing in South America and doing a 
series of articles for the Chieago 
Daily News. She writes interestingly 
of the old Indian city of Arequipa as 
follows: 

“A short three-hour flight from 
Lima landed us early one morning in 
Arequipa — ‘Place of Rest’ — from 
which we had expected to depart im- 
mediately for Cuzco, the top-of-the- 
world capital of the ancient Inca In- 
dians. But a place of rest it turned 
out to be. 

“‘No, there is no train to Cuzco 
this morning,’ said the station mas- 
ter, shaking his head. ‘There was a 
train yesterday and there will be a 
train tomorrow, but no train today.’ 
It also developed that it was a hard 
two-day trip each way instead of one, 
as we’d been informed in Lima. This 
meant that we couldn’t go to Cuzco— 
bad news, since we had arranged our 
stop-over especially to see that his- 
toric city. 

“Arequipa, however, had charms to 
compensate, not the least of which 
was Quinta Bates. Quinta means a 
‘house in a garden,’ and this quinta, 
with its owner, Tia (Aunty) as she 
is affectionately called, is famous all 
over South America. 

“Tia’s walled garden is probably 
the greenest spot in al! that desert- 
rimmed city. And her rambling house 
is filled with native hand-loomed 
rugs, paintings by local artists, Inca 
curios, life-sized Indian idols and cop- 
per urns of flowers. 

To this haven come famous diplo- 
mats, authors, artists, explorers and 
actors of many nationalities. To them 
all this twinkly-eyed lady of more 
than 70 years, with her unfailing wit 
and deep human understanding, is 
friend and counselor. Arequipa owes 
much of its fame to this salty little 
individual who has made the city a 
place of pilgrimage for travelers. 

“Originally from New York, Tia 
has lived half her life at the foot of 
the Andes, and through the years has 
become godmother to several thousand 
Indian children. It 1s to Tia that the 
families turn when help is needed for 
the succession of christenings, first 
communions, marriages and births. 


“When we arrived at the quinta, 
We were greeted by Tia, with a baby 
monkey perched un her _ shoulder. 
‘You don’t want to go to Cuzco,’ she 
said crisply. ‘It’s 12 below zero up 
there. You’re better off in Arequipa.’ 
We thought so, too, as we breakfasted 
in the sun deck. It never rains in Are- 


- quipa, the days are warm and bright; 


so porches in this region are gay 


with potted plants and pleasantly 
furnished for outdoor living. 

Into Tia’s garden come Indian ped- 
dlers, brilliantly garbed in hand-spun 
wools, bringing silver trinkets of In- 
ca design, Ilama-skin rugs, curios 
and patterned chullos—the wool 
stocking caps with ear-flaps, worn by 
the men. 

The city of Arequipa spreads out 
from the base of El Misti—the Old 
Gentleman—who raises his snowy 
head over 19,000 feet into the blue 
Peruvian sky. Of equal height are 
the two massive peaks beside it, but 
the perfect cone, El Misti, dominates 
the scene. In the days of the Incas, 
it was an object of worship, and it 
is still close to the hearts of their 
descendants. Moreover, it is this vol- 
cano which has furnished the mate- 
rial from which Arequipa is mainly 
built, a beautiful whitish petrified 
lava, known as sillar. 

“Once, this city was only a station 
on the old Indian trail between Cuzco 
and the sea. According to tegend, the 
Inca, Manco Capac, searching for the 
place to establish his capital, reached 
this spot. His weary followers begged 
him to let them stop a while, and he 
answered, “Are Juepay”— (yes, rest.) 
To this day, although now ‘the sec- 
ond largest city in Peru, and a turn- 
table of travel, Arequipa is a Place 
of Rest.”

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Rings on Their Fingers 


By FRANK FARRINGTON 


oe THE béginnings of history 
and song, people have worn rings. 
Some have worn them (and still do) 
in their noses, some in their ears, 
some on their toes, but all on their 
fingers. 

When Pharaoh gave to Joseph the 
authority to govern Egypt, he took 
his own ring from his finger and 
gave it to the young Israelite to be 
worn as a sign of the wearer’s au- 
thority. Ahasuerus gave his ring to 
Haman as his authority for killing 
the Jews, and when Haman was hung 
on the gallows 50 cubits high, the 
same ring was then used to seal the 
letters that annulled the king’s de- 
cree. 

The literature of rings, all the way 
from the nursery rhyme 


“Rings on her fingers and 
bells on her toes,” 


to Browning’s “Ring and the Book,” 
cover enough of the activities and 
relations of life to deserve the at- 
tention of a modern Poe who could 
dramatize them along with “The 
bells, bells, bells, bells, bells.” 
There have always been ring and 
fish stories. They date from the 
Egyptian king, Amasis of about 1700 
B.C., and come down to the present 
day newspapers’ “believe-it-or-nots.” 
The story is told of a queen in the 
time of St. Kentigern (about 800 
A.D.) who gave a ring presented to 
her by her lord, to a handsome sol- 
dier for whom she had formed an 
attachment more interesting than

innocent. The king coming upon the 
soldier asleep with the ring on his 
finger snatched it off and threw it 
into the river and then went to his 
wife to demand that she return his 
gift. Since she could not produce it 
at once, she “stalled” ~for time and 
went to St. Kentigern who, fully 
aware of the situation agreed to help 
the queen. He went to the river Clyde 
and caught a salmon from whose 
stomach he unconcernedly removed 
the ring which he sent to the queen. 
She returned it to the king who re- 
pented his suspicions and accusations. 
And, as it is told in the life of Ken- 
tigern (‘Acta Sanctorum”), she 
vowed to be more careful of her con- 
duct in the future. 

Many early rings were made of 
iron. The Spartans took pride in re- 
stricting themselves to plain iron 
rings. The ancient Romans who 
looked upon the ring as a symbol 
rather than an ornament, wore iron 
and continued to wear it long after 
others had chosen rings of more pre- 
cious metal. In time of sorrow the 
Roman who wore a gold ring changed 
it to iron as a sign of mourning. 

It is no mark of husky masculinity 
in early Romans that some of the 
men found the weight of the ponder- 
ous rings of the day too great a 
burden. Note what the English poet, 
Dryden, says in “Juvenal;” 


“Charged with light summer rings his 
fingers sweat, 


Unable to support a gem of weight.” 


When it was necessary for men to 
have special light weight rings for 
summer wear, one can scarcely won- 
der there came the decline and fall 
of the Roman Empire. 

The Roman women seem to have 
stood up better under the weight of 
jewels. Witness the rings of Faus- 
tina and Domita, each costing in 
our equivalent, $200,000 to $250,000. 
Such rings were of ivory or amber 
and very heavily adorned. 

The Romans wore their plain rings 
on either hand, but those with pre- 
cious stones were usually worn on 
the left hand. The practice of wear- 
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ing rings began with one ring, then 
came one on each finger and later, 
one for each joint. One celebrity wore 
60 rings, six on each finger and 
thumb and he even slept’ in 
them! An exceptionally ring-minded 
and ring-fingered hombre. But many 
wore a ring on each finger and 
thumb. 

Of historic rings there have been 
many. The British Museum considers 
the signet ring of Mary Queen of 
Scots to have been her wedding ring 
when married to Darnley. Another in- 
teresting ring is one Queen Eliza- 
beth presumably sent to the Earl 
of Essex, though it never did reach 
him. One of Elizabeth’s rings was 
double, made with two diamonds that, 
joined, formed a heart. She kept one 
half and sent the other to Mary 
Queen of Scots as an emblem of last- 
ing friendship, but that did not keep 
her from having Mary’s head cut off! 
Incidentally it may be said Eliza- 
beth’s coronation ring had to be filed 
from her finger at her death. 


We have read a good deal about 
poison rings. Caesar Borgia’s had a 
little slide at the back which, pulled 
out, enabled the wearer to let a drop 
of poison fall into the wine of an 
unsuspecting guest. Pleasant little 
token of hospitality! Hannibal car- 
ried posion with him in a ring and 
when all hope had fled, he swallowed 
the poison and died. The father of 
Caesar and Lucretia Borgia had a 
key-ring containing poison that could

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be injected into the veins of an ob- 
jectionable friend through a con- 
cealed pin when the poisoner gave 
him the ring and key that he might 
unlock a casket. The most ingenious 
of these key bearing poison rings was 
one that contained a tiny watch that 
could be so adjusted as to release at 
any desired hour a pin that would 
prick and poison the wearer. 
Amber was once a great favorite 
for rings and Pope refers to that 
substance and the tiny objects often 
embedded in it: 
“Pretty! in amber to observe the forms 
Of hairs or straws or dirt, or grubs or 


worms; 

The things we know are neither rich 
nor rare, ; 

But wonder how the devil they got 
there.” 


Rings have had many qualities at- 
tributed to them, among them, the 
power to charm away all the ills of 
life. The Arabians used to have a 
book on the power of magic rings. 
One ring, said to have been taken 
from within a fish, was transferred 
from Jared, the father of Enoch, to 
Solomon and was used to seal up the 
evil jinnees in jars before throwing 
them into the sea, as recounted in 
“Arabian Nights.” One of the Lybian 
kings had a ring, said to have been 
found in a grave, that, when worn 
with the stone turnward, was sup- 
posed to render the’ wearer invisible. 
It was commonly believed in the 
Middle Ages that certain cabalistic 
words on a ring would make the 
wearer invisible. 

Rings were used as charms against 
the evil eye, against demons, debil- 
ity, flames. Magic rings were made 
of wood, bone and other cheap ma- 
terials. The Athenians, among the 
leading promoters of such cults, 
would give a ring any power the 
buyer wanted. One early king had 
two rings he was wont to strike to- 
gether when faced by an emergency. 
By the sound he would judge what 
to do to save himself. 

A manuscript of the 14th century 
tells of one ring that, engraved with 
certain imagined names, guaranteed 
the wearer would never be hurt by 
thunder or lightning or witchcraft, 
nor be tempted to sin; nor would he 
catch cold even though he might lie 
out in the open in snow and frost 
and storm for two winter nights. 

Rings were commonly believed to 
be of use in various ailments. A 
physician of the time of Marcus 
Aurelius advised, for pain in the side, 
a gold ring with a Greek letter in- 
scription, to be worn on the right 
hand if the pain were in the left side 
and on the left hand for a pain in 
the right side. Pity the poor wight 
who depended on this to cure appen- 
dicitis! 

A ring made from silver coins col- 
lected at the Communion would cure 
convulsions. If from coins taken on 


Easter Sunday, its power would be 
much greater. A silver ring made of 
five sixpences from five bachelors, to 
be supplied by a smith who was a 
bachelor, would cure fits, but only if 
none of the bachelors knew its pur- 
pose. A ring from silver given by. 12 
young women would cure epilepsy. 
Rings of iron from criminals’ chains 
cured many diseases. Rings made of 
nails or screws from a coffin were a 
general cure-all. 

The gift of a ring has long been 
a betrothal custom and it has become 
officially recognized as a part of the 
wedding ceremony. The twin or 
double ring, called variously a jim- 
mal, gimmal, gimbal or gimmon, was 
a favorite for many years. It com- 
prised two hoops and served as an 
engagement ring when the man and 
the woman each put a finger through 
one of the hoops. These gimmals are 
referred to in early English poetry. 

Wedding rings were sometimes 
worn by the Jews before the Chris- 
tian era, but only as an adopted, not 
as a hereditary custom. Whatever 
their origin, the church made of 
wedding rings a holy emblem and 
“The Doctrine of the Massed Books,” 
(1554) offers a form for hallowing a 
woman’s wedding ring, giving a 
stated prayer to be used. 

In many parts of Europe wedding 
rings were commonly worn by hus- 
bands as well as by wives. Martin 
Luther wore a wedding ring which 
was a gimmal, comprising two per- 
fect rings. One was set with a ruby 
and one with a diamond. On the dia- 
mond part were Luther’s initials and 
on the ruby part those of his wife. 
The motto within comprised the Ger- 
man equivalent for “What God doth 
join, no man shall part.” 

At one time widows were in the 
habit of wearing the wedding ring 
on the thumb as a badge of widow- 
hood. “The Spectator” (London) re- 
marks: “It is common enough for a 
stale virgin to set up a shop in a 
place where she is not known, where 
the large thumb ring, supposed to be 
given her by her husband, quickly 
recommends her to some wealthy 
neighbor who takes a liking to the 
jolly widow that would have over- 
looked the veritable spinster.” 

The doughty Lady Cathcart in 
1713 married Hugh Maguire for her 
fourth husband and had the following 
prophetic inscription on her wedding 
ring: “If I survive, I will have five.” 
History does not record whether she 
survived to marry the fifth. A Bishop 
of London, some years later, imitated 
Lady Cathcart by selecting for the 
motto of his wedding ring: “‘If I sur- 
vive, I’ll make them five.” 

The old original Polish list of ring 
stones and the month each is sup- 
posed to influence does not vary too 
much from the present accepted list: 
January, garnet, constancy and fidel- 
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ity; February, amethyst, sincerity; 
March, bloodstone, courage and pres- 
ence of mind; April, diamond, inno- 
cence; May, emerald, success in love; 
June, agate, health and long life; 
July, carnelian, contented mind; Aug- 
ust, sardonyx, conjugal felicity; Sep- 
tember, chrysolite, antidote against 
madness; October, opal,* hope; No- 
vember, topaz, fidelity;; December, 
turquoise, prosperity.

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WORLD’S SMALLEST CIRCUS 


By JOHN A. URBANEK 


eae BY the cunning fingers 
of old Swiss watchmakers, a 
golden set of flea circus vehicles and 
equipment owned by Mrs. Rudolph W. 
Schindler of Herkimer, N. Y., and her 
sister, Mrs, William G. Collins, 
Schenectady, still furnishes entertain- 
ment for the two women and their 
friends. 

The tiny fleas that pulled the 
gleaming vehicles about in formal 
parlor entertainments of 70 years a- 
go in Denmark are long since dead, 
and the two owners have no ambi- 
tions to train a new set of perform- 
ers. 

But the intricately contrived fire 
engines, hansom cabs and other ve- 
hicles, so delicately balanced that the 
normal breath will move their solid 
gold weight across a smooth surface 
on their tiny gold wheels, are cher- 
ished as an intrinsically valuable col- 
lection with a colorful history. 

King Christian IX of Denmark and 
his queen laughed and applauded the 
antics of the fleas as they pulled the 
vehicles about and swung from a tiny 
golden trapeze long before the turn of 
the century. The rulers had heard of 
this marvelous flea circus owned by the 
young Danish toolmaker, Frederick 
Dahl, who made a‘ hobby of trainfng 
performing fleas, and Dahl was 
called upon to give a command per- 
formance. 

Dahl, the father of the present 
owners of the flea circus, had the 
tiny circus equipment made for him 
by the famous Swiss Watch Company 
more than 70 years ago. 

With his circus, he _ travelled 
throughout Denmark at various in- 
terims in his pursuit of his trade, 
until he came to this country about 
60 years ago. He lived in Syracuse, 
N. Y., until the time of his death, 54 
years ago. He still kept his trained 
fleas here to give occasional perform- 
ances in theater lobbies and for 
special gatherings. 

His former neighbors in Syracuse 
tell how he used to keep his fleas in 
a glass jar, partially filled with cot- 
ton. He took them out at regular in- 
tervals, they say, and fed them by 
allowing them to “graze” on his 


arms, to draw blood from his own - 
body for their nourishment. 


Most of the objects in the collection 
are about an inch to an inch and a 
half long, including the length of the

protroduing shafts by which the fleas 
drew them about. The heavier ve- 
hicles, such as a sailing ship mounted 
on wheels and an old-time omnibus, 
have several crossbars extending from 
the ends of these shafts so that half 
a dozen fleas could put their weight 
against them at one time to move the 
vehicles. 

The omnibus is complete with 
tiny windows, a driver’s seat and a 
curving staircase at the rear for 
passengers to mount to reach the 
rooftop seats. Other public vehicles 
in the collection are two small, box- 
like cabs. 

The fire engine equipment includes 
an authentic steam pumper, a ladder

Other objects of the collection are 
a hay wagon, a field cannon, a circus 
wagon, a stylish open carriage with 
curved seats in which some of the 
fleas would ride while others pulled; 
a windmill, a trapeze, a merry-go- 
round; a bundle of infinitesimally thin 
gold wire for harnessing the fleas and 
four tiny gold sticks used to guide 
the fleas. 


Ministure Vases 
from Abroad 


War hasn’t hampered the collecting 
of Sgt. Bernard Copen, now in 
England, or of Mrs. Copen back home 
in Columbus, Ohio. Sgt. Copen goes 
shopping during every furlough from 
his bombing squadron job with the 
Eighth Army Air Force. Then he 
usually writes his wife to the effect 
that “A surprise box is on its way.” 
And the boxes usually contain some 
sort of miniature vase and lately Mrs.

“And to think all this started by 
our buying a little vase at a sale 
years ago,” Mrs. Copen said.

Famous Homes in Miniature 


The collection of Mrs. Clarkson T. 
Hunt, Lancaster, Pa., was in the lime- 
light recently with a full page illus- 
trated story in the Lancaster, Pa. 
Sunday News. 

Mrs. Clarkson has approximately 
2,000 miniatures, some of which fur- 
nish the tiny house that reproduces 
Mt. Vernon, home of George Wash- 
ington, and Red Hill, home of Patrick 
Henry. Many of the tiny pieces are 
modeled after antique furnishings in 
Mrs. Hunt’s home. 

Noted in the Hunt collection are 
miniature coaches and horses, urns 
and trees for the yard of the minia- 
ture houses. System is evident in this 
collection. A large cupboard is called 
the “property room” and from here 
pieces are assembled as the various 
miniature rooms in the houses are 
refurnished. 

Twelve years ago Mrs, Hunt re- 
sided on the Eastern Shore peninsula 
of Virginia where she acquired an 
interest in the plantation homes of 
the district and began a collection for 
a miniature or doll house for her two 
daughters. 

The unique character of the collec- 
tion and its complete authenticity is 
illustrated by such items as tiny brass 
bed warmers less than an inch in 
diameter, the lids of which open to re- 
ceive the hot coals. 

The pianos and spinets, with scores 
of music on the racks for the tunes 
have music units concealed inside. A 
Duncan Phyle drawing room, for ex- 
ample, has a two inch Eagle mirror 
with convex glass, a half inch family 
Bible on the table and scaled quill and 
ink stands on the desk with glass 
paper weights.

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popular. New music tells us that 
among the latest vocal music was 
“Lead, Kindly Light,” described as a 
sacred song, words by J. H. New- 
man, music by C. H. Purday.

Headlines 


+ pee present day headlines are of 
particular interest to Milton W. 
Hake of St. Louis, Mo., as he has been 
collecting front pages for a great 
many years. He sees a comparison in 
the headlines of today with those of 
the first World War and says that he 
will be the happiest when he sees the 
November 11, 1918, headline, “Great 
War Ends,” repeated. In a feature 
article by Virginia Tracy that ap- 
peared recently in the St. Louis Globe 
Democrat, several of Mr. Hake’s 
treasures are described. 


Hake’s files include stories from 
four wars, Civil, Spanish-American 
and .two world conflicts; clippings 
about national and _ international 
trends; developments in aviation and 
other products of the machine age; 
election results and congressional 
carryings-on; coronations and deaths 
of kings; victories in the realm of 
sports—prize fights, world series, 
Kentucky Derbies, automobile races; 
tragedies and triumphs; sad news 
and glad news. : 

Though Hake did not begin to col- 
lect papers until 1910, his treasures 
date back to the previous century, 
for word soon got around about his 
hobby and contributions of old papers 
have come to him from far and wide. 
The oldest is the familiar copy of the 
Ulster County N. Y. Gazette, a reprint 
of the original edition of January, 
1800, telling between black borders of 
the death of Gen. George Washington. 
There is a statement of regret by the 
Senate of the day and another by 
Washington’s successor in the presi- 
dency, John Adams, dated December 
22, 1799. 


In the New York Herald of April 
15, 1865, is the distressing account 
of the assassination of President Lin- 
coln. The “Extra” sign is printed in 
the middle of the front page instead 
of at the top—as is now the custom 
—and no picture of Honest Abe is 
found between the wide, dark margins. 
The Philadelphia Inquirer of May 
19, 1865, carries an account of the 
trial of the assassins and drawings of 
David C. Harold, “accomplice of 
Booth in the murder of the Presi- 
dent,”and “the prisoners’ manacles” 
—wristlets attached to an iron bar 12 
inches long which, unlike “the old- 
fashioned shackle connected by chain 
links,” prevented the culprit from 
either unfastening or breaking them. 

A later issue of the Inquirer that 
of May 25, contained good news for 
the Yankees. In the first column is 
printed in bold-letters the word “Wel- 
come” and over a drawing of the 
home coming of the victorius Northern 
troops, is emblazoneed the heading, 
“The Armies of the Republic—Their 
Triumphant Return to the National 
Capital under George G. Meade and

An amateur boxer in his youth, the 
North St. Louisan began what de- 
veloped into a consuming hobby by 
saving the sport sheets, and sports 
still are tops among his _ interests. 
Near a picture of himself in his teens 
—and in trunks—and an autographed 
likeness of Jack Dempsey hangs the 
framed copy of the paper which 
marked the beginning of his collection. 
Dated July 4, 1910, it proclaims in 
black headlines, “Johnson Knocks 
Out Jeffries in Round 15.” Below is 
a picture of Jeff and the Brown 
Bomber of an earlier era “as the 
crowd saw them at Reno.” 


Later headlines tell of Johnson’s 
defeat at the hands of the giant Jess 
Willard and the latter’s downfall 
under Dempsey’s pounding which the 
“Special Fight Section” of the St. 
Louis Republic carried on July 5, 
1919. Though most of Hake’s clip- 
pings are pasted in huge volumes, a 
few have been framed in bright green 
wooden rims and hung on the walls 
of his den. Dempsey’s winning of the 
heavyweight crown is among these. 
So is the local paper of October 5, 
1942, which gaily announced. “Cards 
win World Championship,” over a 
picture of that triumphant trio, 
Beazley, Slaughter and Kurowski. 


Near by is the news of another 
victory—of a different nature—and 
a different day. The date is May 2, 
1898; the paper, the Chicago Daily 
Tribune; the news, “Great Sea Vic- 
tory for America—Vengeance for the 
Maine Begun—Spain’s Asiatic Fleet 
Burned and Sunk.” Accompanying 
the story is a drawing of George 
Dewey when the famous Admiral was 
a Commodore, already hero of the 
Battle of Manila and Commander of 
the victorious Asiatic fleet of the 
American Navy. 

Among his more recent clippings, 
“Mill” as the gray-haired, blue-eyed, 
bespectacled collector is known to his 
better half, has preserved the account 
of another sea victory. Under date of 
May 9, 1942, the Globe-Democrat 
reads. “U. S. Smashes Japanese 
Fleet—Sinks 18 Ships, Routs Others, 
Repulses Massed Invasion Force.” 
It is C. Yates McDaniel’s A. P. 
story from Allied Headquarters in 
Australia. 


There are tragedies of the sea as 
well as triumphs among  Hake’s 
sheets. Perhaps the earliest is the 
heartbreaking record of the sinking 
of the Titanic in the paper of April 
16, 1912. Thirteenn hundred passen- 
gers on the luxurious liner which 
struck an iceberg in the Atlantic were 
drowned and only 866 saved. With the 
story are drawings of the ill-fated 
ship and its captain, E. C. Smith. 


Three years later on May 10, the 
New York Herald carried the news 
that “276 Americans Gave Up Their

DE GRAAF Coat-of-Arms

' Het geslacht de Graaff in Over-Flakhee 

















“Graaff (de) - Holland. Coupe’- au 
1 dor a’ un cerf naissant de sable 
mouvant du coupe’; au 2 d’azur 
a un croissant figure’ d’argent........ 

The above description of the de 
Graaff Coat-of-arms is registered in 
Rietstap’s Armorial General, foremost 
authority on Continental Arms. 

If you are a de Graaff desendant, 
or interested in that family Coat-of- 
Arms, your first question will be: 
“But, how will I know this is of my 
line? ‘ 

A friend-client who is descended 
from Claas Andriese de Graaf and 
his wife Elizabeth Willimse Brower 
had been searching for years for the 
Coat-of-Arms for this family. One 
she had been given was quartered, 
with a spade in (2) quarters, and 
a swan in the other (2) quarters, 
having originated in Holland. Another 
she knew of was charged with fleurs- 
de-lis, denoting French influence, and 
others had still different symbols, 
Somehow she was not satisfied with 
the connecting history, so kept on 
with the search. 

Imagine her delight when, through 
correspondence with another inter- 
ested in the same family, she was sent 
the above Coat-of-Arms, which had 
been found among the legal papers 
and other personal effects belonging 
to this Andriese de Graaff family! ! 
Knowing the love these early Ameri- 
can colonists had for heirlooms, and 
family possessions; that they used 


Coats-of-Armg as their seals to confirm 
their signatures, and to substitute for 
them when they were unable to write; 
that it is the custom to hand such 
heirlooms down from one generation 
to another, we have every reason to 
believe, with this friend, that this is 
the correct Coat-of-Arms for the 
family, and we had no _ difficuity 
finding it in this register of European 
Armorial Bearings. 

Heraldic English Translated into 
terms: Per fesse or and azure, in 
chief a demi-stag issuing from the 
division line sable in base a crescent 
argent. 

Translated into non-Heraldic 
terms: A shield divided horizontally 
into two equal parts (per fesse), the 
upper half gold (or), the lower half 
blue (azure). In the upper half or 
chief, is a black (sable) demi-stag 
resting on the division line; in the 
lower half (base), a silver (argent) 
crescent. 

In the French, the word “figure” 
describes the crescent, meaning the 
human face is shown; in English 
Heraldry the “man in the moon” is 
understood with the word “crescent,” 
as is the face on the sun with the 
words “sun in its splendour.” Also, 
when just the word “crescent” is used, 
the moon is drawn with the horns up; 
“inerescent” denotes the new moon, 
with horns toward the right side of 
the shield (our left); and ‘“de- 
crescent,” the waning moon with 
horns in the opposite direction. 

Rietstap does not register a crest, 
but there was one used by this family 
in early American days;—the stag 
repeated—so we picture it here. 

“Per fesse,” has the same meaning 
as the fesse, or horizontal band 
through the center of the shield— 
the military girdle of honor. 

The stag indicates administrative 
ability, policy, peace, and harmony. 

The crescent, or moon,was dedi- 
cated to the chaste Diana, and 
symbolized Serene power over mun- 
dane actions. The moon was _ said 
to bear that sovereignty by night 
which the sun bore by day. 

Gold, the color code for which is a 
dotted surface, signifies generosity 
and elevation of mind; sable, crossed 
lines, constancy and nobility; blue, 
horizontal lines, loyalty and truth; 
silver, plain, sincerity and truth. (The 
color indications are not very clear 
in this photograph of the old coat.) 

- From New York records, we know 
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that Jans Andriese de Graaf, and 
Claas Andriese de Graff were broth- 
ers,coming from Holland with their 
father, Andries de Graff, about 1624. 
They settled in Schenectady, and the 
brothers were brick and tile makers. 
New York records also state that on 
one of the windows of the old Kirk of 
Amsterdam, are the arms of the de 
Graffs, and carved on the gateway 
of a side chapel. 

A quaint record is found in Albany 
County archives. “Madame De Hulter 
proposes to sell, at public sale, her 
cart with a horse, named Old Cato, 
which shall be delivered in the morn- 
ing being the 8th of November, but 
the payment shall be made on the 
first day of July, A. D. 1658, half 
beavers and the other half in mer- 
chantable seewant. After many offers, 
Pieter Jacobse Barsboom remained 
the last bidder for two hundred and 
eighty guilders, according to the fore- 
said conditions, and Cornelis Conelisse 
Sterrevelt and Jan Andriessen de 
Graaf stood sureties for the afore- 
said sum, on pledge of their persons 
and estates, personal and real.” (I do 
not know how much a guilder was in 
New York state in 1658, but I do 
know how much it was in Holland in 
1913! I can not forget when I paid 
80 cts. not 40 as I figured, for a lace 
bonnet, because I thought a guilder 
was about the same as a france, or a 
lira, or a drachma—about 20 cts. in 
our money, instead of 40 cts., and the 
bonnet was “2 guilder.”) Acording 
to that, the cart and Old Cato sold 
for $112. 

Retracing our steps to the other 
Coats-of-Arms mentioned, let us take 
note of some of the data this friend 
has found. One person by the name, a 
famous bulb-grower in this country 
is descended from a_ brother of 
Andriese, who remained in Holland, 
and he wrote her that the Coat-of- 
Arms his ancestor bore was different 
than the two she knew. He also said 
that the word Graaff means in old 
Dutch, “Spade,” and that the name 
originated as a result of the head of 
the family being Lord of all the Dikes 
in the district around Zeeland; so 
most of the Graafs have spades on 
their Coats-of-Arms. Another broth- 
er of Andries was a great scientist 
in Holland, and wrote several books 
on science. 

The quartered Coat-of-Arms with 
the spades in two quarters, and swans 
in the other two, shows that the de 
Graafs married into a family having 
swans on their Coats. This bearing 
is registered in Albany as belonging 
to one of the early families. 

In the 19th century a Frenchman 
named de Graaf came to this country, 
settling in California. He said he 
was a direct descendant, eldest son 
to eldest son, of the original Count 
de Graaf. - 

Other sources she has tell that 
Charles de Bourbon (1527-1572) was 
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created Duc de Graffe in France, and 
founded the ducal house, he being of 
the surviving branch of the younger 
house of Bourbon. The Duc de Graffe 
was created in 1550, and was killed 
at the massacre of St. Bartholmew 
in 1572. 

His son, Louis, duc de Graffe from 
1572 to 1628, married Jean de Longey. 
He, with three of his children, was 
killed at the surrender of New 
Rochelle. His surviving son was Louis 
II, married in 1606 to Charlotte—. 
One of their children was Louis III, 
who came to the United States. 

The other son, Andries, 1582-1623, 
called also Cornelis and Regnier, was 
either captured, or sent to Holland 
where he became a trader in the 
Dutch East Indies Company. He was 
a famous surgeon and wrote a book 
on surgery. 

His son Andries was the one who, 
with his wife Anneke Jans Webbert 
(not Anneka who married Evorardus 
Bogardus), came to New York in his 
own boat Claas Aaron, in 1624, and 
whose sons Claas Andriese and Jans 
Andriese de Graaf settled early in 
Schenectady, New York.

CREST CORNER 


To Correspondents 


Often, as you know, I quote ex- 
cerpts from letters under the head- 
ing “FROM CORRESPONDENTS.” 
This time I have a few words I should 
like to say to correspondents which 
I could not do if first I had not had let- 
ters from correspondents. And I do en- 
joy the letters that come my way from 
every state in the Union, and also 
from several countries. I do not know 
how many countries now, for this 
“APO” on the corners of some of the 
envelopes give me no hint. But one 
boy told me he was writing from a 
fox-hole—and-or he would not have 
been writing me, still interested in 
his family history. Now I have gone 
off on “from.” in spite of myself. 

1. In July I told the story of a “huge 
chart” which one of my artist staff 
executed for a client after I had done 
much work on the compiling. Several 
have asked me for a COPY!! It was 
3x9 feet with 1609 names! and 51 
Coats-of-Arms! I just wish J had a 
copy. And my friends and I kept the 
wires busy for days trying to find 
some one who would take its picture. 
If they had reduced it a bit, most of 
the names would not have been legible 
except with a magnifying glass! But- 
friends, who wish a copy, just wait 
a little longer until the book “Mc- 
Donald and other Branches of a South- 
ern Family Tree” is off the press,

The 
next time you write, ask for a 
circular. 

2. When you ask about your family 
Coat-of-Arms, it is not so necessary 
to send the generations nearest: you, 
as it is those who came to this country 
first, if possible just where they came 
from, or, when they arrived and 
where they settled. First names com- 
mon in the family are also helpful; 
and, sometimes, the maiden names of 
the wives of the settlers. Just to give 
the last name, when you are asking 
about a Coat-of-Armis is little help, 
for, you may remember, in articles, 
I have said that there were many 
Arms for the same name in many 
instances. 

3. When talking over the family 
history by itself, the more the merrier, 
about each generation-the more clues 
the better. Sometimes I have found 
that the record of the marriage of 
a girl, printed in her family genealogy 
has given the correct name of her 
husband, and perhaps his birth date, 
and residence,-data which could not 
be found in another printed record, 
yet was the clue to his family, re- 
sulting in finding the place and time 
of the settling of his first ancestors 
in this country. SO! Don’t ignore the 
women-folk! 


How I wish I could do for every 
one as for a lady 76 years old, recent- 
ly. She had seen her family name in 
an article in Hobbies, and written to 
see if it were possible to trace her 
family all the way back to the first 
comer to America. In the time it 
would take to scan an index-for I 
knew the book-I found her name, 
and the record of her marriage-which 
she never knew were in print. And, 
of course, the line went straight back 
to her ancestor of 1634 in Connecticut. 
And the best of it was, there was a 
short account of each person in her 
line, with the names of all the children, 
dates, and so forth. I was so happy 
for her. Then again I can dig and dig 
for hours and days and weeks, write 
letters to people of the same name, to 
libraries, local genealogists, and never 
a word of encouragement. 

PLEASE-do not feel this is be- 
cause your family was not as im- 
portant as others. The reason for 
omissions of names in vital statistics, 
census, county histories, etc., is mainly 
because the people moved about the 
time of the printing of the histories. 


Other reasons are: no real estate to 


record; no wills made; the burning 
of court houses and churches with 
their archives; the misspelling of 
names by these accustomed to phonetic 
spelling; the carelessness of town and 
county officers about keeping statis- 
tics—it was not the law—why should 
they bother? Vital statistics were not 
required in New York state until 
after 1880! 


Also, many county histories were 
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financed by the firm asking the resi- 
dents to furnish the data and picture 
for an article, and then almost requir- 
ing them to buy a copy of the history. 
This method was not pleasing to all 
of the inhabitants-or perhaps they 
were too modest, or did not have the 
money for the book, therefore their 
names were omitted. I can tell you 
both sad and funny stories on this 
subject. Many of these books had 
names only of the pioneers and those 
living in the locality at the time of 
the book; and some times, of the lat-

Making a Start at Gem Cutting 


By SAMUEL IRVINE 


FTER collecting minerals for 
awhile, the average person then 
decides he wants to cut and polish 
some of his better specimens. He is 
immediately confronted with several 
questions: How much does equipment 
cost? What items are absolutely es- 
sential? It is hard or difficult work? 
Taking the last first, it can safe- 
ly be said that anyone with common 
sense can master the gem cutter’s art. 
You can make a very creditable cabo- 
chon on your very first attempt. It will 
take you 30 to 40 minutes from rough 
to finish. Faceted stones should not be 
attempted until you have had a lot of 
practice with the simple cabochon cut, 
after which you can expect to cut a 
modified round brilliant in five or six 
hours. Many amateur cutters find 
complete satisfaction in the cabochon 
cut and never bother with the extra 
equipment and time needed for facet 
work. 

Basic equipment is, of course, some 
kind of spindle that goes round-and- 
round, and on which you can mount 
the various grinding and buffing 
wheels used in the polishing schedule. 
Many standard machines, such as the

lathe, grinder and drill press can be 
adapted for gem cutting, but with the 
exception of the drill press the set-up 
is usually not satisfactory. That is, 
if you have a lathe, you want it for 
woodturning, not gem cutting. With 
the drill press, however, the conver- 
sion is quick and clean--you just put 
an ordinary pan on the drill table 
under the grinding wheel to catch 
water thrown off by the wheel. 

Considering purchased gem cutting 
machines, the vertical spindle is the 
best for occasional cutting because it 
is cleaner in operation than a hori- 
zontal spindle. The vertical spindle 
requires just one splash pan, which is 
usually a part of the machine. The 
smallest machine swings 4 inch 
wheels, which is a bit on the small 
side for regular cutting but perfectly 
satisfactory for hobby work. A small 
machine of this type will cost less 
than $30 complete with cutting wheels 
and motor. If you make a gem cutting 
set- up on the drill press, the various 
grinding and buffing wheels will cost 
about $5. 

Now, for a rough idea of the grind- 
ing and polishing schedule: It is real- 
ly simple--just a matter of grinding 
the stone on a coarse wheel, then a 
finer one, and then the buffing wheels 
with the very finest abrasives until 
you finally come up with the fully pol- 
ished gem stone. Start by cracking 
your rough stone with a hammer. 
Later on you may acquire a diamond 
saw with which to cut the rough

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blanks, but for a starter a good 
wallop with a hammer is all you need. 
With care, you can pinch off some of 
the surplus with a pair of pliers. 
Hold the stone in your fingers and 
grind one side to a flat surface. This 
is the back of your cabochon. The 
grinding wheel should be 100-grit 
silicon carbide in a medium soft 
grade. Silicon carbide is the name of 
the abrasive of which the grinding 
wheel is made. Various manufactur- 
ing companies have different trade 
names for silicon carbide wheels, such 
as Carborundum, Crystolon, Carsilon, 
Carbonite, ete., all of which indicate 
silicon carbide abrasive. The grinding 
wheel should have a small stream of 
water running on it to prevent heat- 
ing and cracking the stone, and to 
prevent the wheel from clogging. This 
important grinding matter of lubrica- 
tion is simple with the vertical spindle 
--you just hang a bucket of water 
overhead and run a rubber tube to the 
surface of the wheel. Have a valve or 
squeeze clamp in the line so that you 
can cut the water down to a very-small 
stream. Water thrown off by the 
wheel is caught by the splash pan. If 
you are working on the drill press, 
the splash pan can be emptied as 
needed; the commercial machine has 
an outlet at bottom which runs via 
rubber hose to a bucket or drain. 


Unless the stone is transparent, 
this rough grind is all you need on 
the bottom of the stone. Now, with a 
piece of aluminum, mark the oval 
cabochon shape on the flat side, and, 
still holding the work in your fingers, 
rough grind the sides to this shape. 
Change to a 220-grit silicon carbide 
wheel. The stone now is too small to 
be held safely in your fingers, so you 
fasten it to the end of a round dowel 
stick, using lapidary cement. This 
cement is made soft by heating over 
an alcohol flame. Pick up a small ball 
on the end of your dowel and mould 
it to shape with your moistened 
fingers. Heat the stone over the alco- 
hol flame, then reheat the cement and 
press the stone into the cement. With 
this “handle” on your stone, you can 
now manipulate with smooth sweep- 
ing strokes on the surface of the

grinding wheel. The idea is to get the 
surface as smooth and rounded as 
you can make it on the 220 wheel. 
You will have a lot of small “flats,” 
but the general shape of the stone 
should be the right shape, dull and 
rough, but true. 

The third operation is done with 
220-grit silicon carbide abrasive cloth. 
You will need a wooden wheel the 
same size as your grinding wheels. 
On this glue a one-fourth thickness 
of felt or a piece of old carpet. Take 
a disk of the abrasive cloth and tack 
it on the wheel, over the felt. You 
can do a smooth job of this by cutting 
the disk like a star-shaped petal, 
folding the tabs down and tacking to 
rim of wheel. 

Now, get on with the grinding. 
This sanding operation is done dry. 
Although you are using the same 
grit abrasive as before, the abrasive

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surface is much softer, with the re- 
sult that your gem stone begins to 
take on a polish. Take plenty of time 
in this operation-a scratch that you 
can remove with the 220 grit sand- 
paper in about a minute will take 
many minutes of work to cut down on 
the buffing wheel. 

Final polishing is done with felt 
wheels, about one inch wide. A cheap 
and satisfactory way to make felt 
wheels is to glue one-fourth inch felt 
over linoleum glued to the surface of 
a wooden wheel. You will need two, 
one for rough polishing and the other 
for final polish. 

Rough polishing is done with No. F 
silicon carbide abrasive grain. This is 
mixed with water to form a paste 
which is applied to the wheel. The ad- 
dition of about 25% clay flour is 
highly recommended since this makes 
the paste light color and, most im- 
portant, makes it stick to the buffing 
wheel. Finish polish is done with any 
of the fine buffing powders, such as 
Carborundum A-1 or Waldru Final 
Finish. These powders are mixed with 
water and clay flour to form a paste, 
which is applied to the felt wheel. 
Use just a little paste, but apply it 
frequently, keep it fresh. Buffing oper- 
ations are done dry, excepting that 
the paste keeps the wheel moderately 
wet. 

That’s all. Hold the finished gem to 
catch the reflection of a light bulb or 
window--if you get a sharp image the 
stone is truly polished. If not, go back 
to the F wheel or maybe even the sand- 
ing operation, and repeat the schedule.

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STONE LILIES

The photo shows a slab of “stone 
lilies,’ or crinoids taken from the 
quarries of Mississippian limestone 
formations of Marshall County, Iowa. 
The slab is now part of a collection 
of fossils belonging to Lue D. Burris, 
Kansas. 

The beginner or amateur collector 
of fossils frequently finds himself 
confronted with scientific names 
which are meaningless to him, but 
which in reality are descriptions in 
themselves. But the name “stone lily” 
captures the imagination because of 
the resemblance of the fossil to the 
living plant. 

Patient, careful chiseling are requi- 
site in bringing out the form and 
beauty of these specimens with their 
three principal elements—the crown 
composed of cup shaped calyx and 
feathery arms surmounting the col- 
umn or stem by which the little org- 
anism was anchored or rooted in the 
mud. They are the ancestors of star-

fish, brittle-stars and sea urchins of 
the present, and usually lived in colon 
nies. Slabs have been discovered 
showing a number of individuals. 


Such slabs have been aptly described - 


as “bits of petrified sea bottom” of 
ages ago.

| apeeetdeanadae I inquired, in the china 
department of one of the better 
department stores, for some unusual 


salt and pepper shakers. The sales 
girl smiled knowingly and asked, 
“For a collection?”, then promptly 
marched me over to a case displaying 
row after row of china pairs. They 
consisted of “cunning” dogs, ‘“‘coy” 
cats and every known species of veg- 
etable. 

When I was assured that these mass 
production gimcracks were the things 
people were buying for collections, it 
was very evident that the average 
collector is unaware of the lovely and 
unusual pieces to be had at a moder- 
ate price—pieces which make a collec- 
tion a thing of beauty, interest, and 
value rather than a conglomeration of 
knick-knacks with holes conveniently 
punched in them to make them salt 
and pepper shakers. 

When you stop to think that salt 
and pepper are condiments used uni- 
versally, you have some conception of 
the scope and possibilities this hobby 
presents. 

In my collection the materials used 
range from wood to sterling silver. 

My favorites are a pair of open 
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“SALT AND PEPPER, PLEASE”

salts. The bases are made of heavily 
chased sterling and the open tops are 
made of ruby Bohemian glass etched 
with garlands of roses and bows. 

Another unique possession is a 
single salt shaker purchased in Japan 
shortly before the war and presented 
to me by a friend. It is a tiny rep- 
lica of a Japanese shinto gate and 
is sterling silver. 

My brother, cognizant of my pho- 
bia, sent me two silver pepper shak- 
ers from England (where he is sta- 
tioned at present). Both were made 
in Birmingham. The older one is Vic- 
torian (1885) and the more modern 
one, fashioned in the shape of a but- 
ter churn, was made in 1902. These 
were accompanied by a guide book 
on the marks of origin of British and 
Irish silver plate which I value very 
highly. 

Several American made sets are 
worthy of note. One pair, reputed to 
be genuine Sandwich glass, bears the 
name Dana K. Alden, Boston. The 
metal top contains a clever device 
(Patent applied for December 25, 
1877) which when twirled loosens 
the lumpy salt so it will flow freely. 
The glass receptacle of one is am- 
ber, the other blue. Another pair are 
pewter columns etched with double 
rows of a floral and butterfly pattern. 

As most of the shops, in the town 
near where my husband is stationed, 
sell Mexican wares, I have taken this 


opportunity to include several ex- 
amples of Mexican handicraft in the 
group. Those in my possession, which 
represent the finest workmanship, 
are made of very lightweight wood, 
dyed eggplant purple and highly pol- 
ished. They are decorated with bands 
of hand carving. Many others of 
glazed pottery are painted with gay 
and colorful designs. 

China is represented by an exquis- 
ite pair of black and gold cloisonne 
—and so on down the list. 

The distinct advantage of having a 
worthwhile collection is to familiar- 
ize oneself with various types of 
glass, metal and china, which will 
stand one in good stead during one’s 
career as a homemaker. 

For instance, I find myself being 
influenced in the kind of glassware I 
will choose for my home after the 
war. Until I possessed some Bohemi- 
an glass, it was only a name to me. 
I had no true conception of its 
beauty. 

The interest aroused by acquiring 
a few pieces of antique sterling will 
sway me in my selection of a tea 
service, serving pieces and other sil- 
ver articles in the future. 

You may not have as many sets 
as Mrs. So and So has in her collec- 
tion, but yours will be a foundation 
for the appreciation of lovely things 
for years to come.

Lives When German Pirates Attacked 
the Lusitania.” The number of sur- 
vivors was placed at 764 and there 
was a list of the dead. 

Memorable milestones in the annals 
of light among his souvenirs are the 
banner lines that greeted the Ameri- 
can public on Sunday, May 22, 1927 
— “Lindbergh Lands in Paris,” with 
a picture of the famous young flyer, 
and the news in the Globe-Democrat 
of January 13, 1935, “Amelia Earhart 
Lands After 2408-Mile Hop—First to 
Solo From Honolulu to California.” 
Tragedies of the skies include the 
heading of August 16, the same year, 
when Wiley Post and his passenger, 
the beloved humcrist, Will Rogers, 
were killed, and the alarming an- 
nouncement of July 3, 1937, that the 
noted aviatrix was unreported over 
the Pacific. 

Hake, who has been a clothing 
salesman in St. Louis for many years, 
has in his collection many copies of the 
old St. Louis Republic, among them 
the last, dated December 4, 1919, 
carrying on its editorial page, in lieu 
of a cartoon, a huge “30” and the 
announcement that the paper had 
been purchased by the Globe Print- 
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ing Company, publishers of the St. 
Louis Globe-Democrat. 

For lovers of the romantic, there 
was the momentous news of December 
10, 1936, when a King gave up his 
throne for the “woman he loved.” For 
followers of fashion, amusement is 
furnished by glancing through the ads 
of yesteryear —the black derbies, stiff 
collars and high shoes of the men; 
the pointed toe, French-heeled shoes 
of the women, their ankle-length 
frocks that fit like tents, the cloche 
hats, the baggy bathing suits. For 
movie fans, there’s a chance to 
glimpse again the famed screen idol 
of another generation, Rudolph Val- 
entino, then appearing in “A Sainted 
Devil,” or the versatile Lon Chaney 
Sr. in “He Who Gets Slapped.” or the 
late beauteous Barbara Lamarr in 
‘Sandra.” 

There are papers from the East, 
papers from the West, local papers; 
one from _ Italy — L’Osservatore 
Romano — telling of Leo XIII’s 
ascendance to the papacy in 1878, and 
several from Hawaii, sent by Hake’s 
son-in-law, Maj. Walter Wulfkuehler 
of Ferguson, husband of his daughter, 
Ruth. 

There’s a vast fund of information 
in the papers Hake has collected 
through the years—and there are 
some intriguing headlines. But his 
favorite of them all is the one that 
appeared November 11, 1918. In big, 
black letters it read, “Great War 
Ends.” That’s one he wants to see 
again—and soon.

The Story of Haymmel Statues 


==——IHEN, in the Spring of 1937, the 
half dozen or so American buyers 
interested in this line of goods, 
visited the Leipzig (Germany) 
Fair, they were startled at an 
exhibit of about 60 pieces of 
figurines of children. They were 
so novel, so unique, so true to 
life, so beautiful and attractive, and nothing 
like them had ever been produced before. 

The originals had been modeled by Bertha 
Hummel, a nun, a woman of remarkable artistic 
ability and psychological insight into the feel- 
ings of children, and the figurines were made 
by a porcelain factory in the Thuringian Forest. 





But if the American buyers were startled by 
the beauty of the goods, they were even more 
startled by the prices demanded, prices so high, 
that after paying 70% duty and about 20% 
freight, the three and four inch figurines would 
have had to been retailed at $4 each, and the 
larger ones from $5 to $7.50. In consequence, 
only one of six or so American buyers (and he 
was not our buyer), had the courage to order 
them. But the moment they were shown in the 
United States, they became a howling success, 
and during 1937, when only one importing firm 
handled them, we received daily inquiries for 
them, as this firm could not possibly fill their 
orders. And when in 1938, almost all importers 
in the line had them, even then the supply 
could not keep up with the demand. 


In September, 1939, the war started, and no 
more goods came out of Germany, but the de- 


mand for Hummel statues was boundless. Un- 
fortunately, the ceramic industry in the United 
States is not developed sufficiently, to enable 
anyone to produce them in this country. But in 
1940 someone produced about 15 subjects in 
composition, but not realizing, that Hummel 
statues are bought by discriminating people, he 
finished them so poorly, that they were a total 
failure, and the stores buying them, could never 
sell them. 


Towards the end of 1940 we had a few made, 
also out of composition, but finished them so ex- 
cellently, that when our American made Hum- 
mels were placed side by side with the German 
ones, their quality of workmanship was compar- 
able. Of course, ours being made of composition, 
are much heavier in weight, than the imported 
porcelain line. And as we did not have to pay 
70% duty and 20% freight, we could place them 
on the market for much less money. 


When our salesmen took out the line the first 
Monday in January, the orders they received, 
were so heavy, that every once in a while we 
had to wire them “stop selling Hummel statues,” 
as we were simply overloaded with orders, and 
our real trouble began, when we could not get 
enough trained artists, to do the finishing. 
Little by little, however, artists were trained, 
so that by August, 1942, we were in a position 
to advertise the line. Since then our line of 
Hummels has been improving constantly, as we 
have now more than 70 artists, working in 
harmony and unison, and with a love for the 
work, that is simply remarkable. 


WE HAVE NOW 48 DESIGNS IN ALL, ranging in size from 3% to 6 inches high, the 

smaller ones retailing for $2.50, the larger ones from $3 to $5 each. Twenty four of these Hummel
